Oxford; as the Culpepers are, who married Edwin Sandys, un- 
cle to lord Sandys. 

Sir William Sidley, eldeſt ſon and heir of the ſaid John, was 
created a Baronet, May 22, 1611. 9 Jac. I. He was founder 
of the Sidleian Lecture of Natural Philoſophy at Oxford, 1621

eſtate, 1, Sir Henry Sidley, died unmarried. ' 2, Sir William 
Sidley, of whom it is ſaid, in Ant. Wood's life, p. 582, (pre- 
fixed to the arms of Thomas Cay) that when he was a young 
man, he lived very high in London, with his friend Robert 
Dormer, ef Rouſham, in Oxfordſhire, Eſq; (whoſe wife was 
Anne, one of the daughters of Sir Charles Cotterell, maſter of 
the ceremonies) and they endeavoured who ſhould outvie each 
otter in gallantry, and in ſplendid coaches, He died unmar- 
ried, and was ſucceeded by his brother ; 3. Sir Charles Sidley, 
the poſthumous ſon, who obtained a great name in the world of 
gallantry ; was admitted of Wadham college, in Oxford, 1656, 
at the age of 17, and on his quitting the univerſity, he retired

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do his own country till the nation was ſet at liberty, and freed 
from the ſeverity of the uſurpers, at the Reſtoration z when he 
came to London to join in the general jubilee, he commenced 
wit, courtier, poet, and gallant, and he was fo much ap- 
3 that he began to be the oracle of the poets, and it was 
by his judgment rm performance was approved or con- 
demned; which made the king jeſt with him, and tell him that 
nature had given him a patent to be Apollo's vice-roy. Lord 
Rocheſter bears teſtimony of this, when he puts him foremoſt 
among the judges of poetry ; and his abilities further appear in 
the poems, letters, and ſpeeches, he left behind him in print 
and manuſcript, The king delighted in his converſation ; and 
he was the dearer to him on this account, that he never aſked 
any favours, He was deeply immerſed in the public diftrac- 
tion of the times, as the gay life he led drew him into many 
frolics with his aſſociates, Charles lord Buckhurſt, Sir Thomas 
Ogle, &c. but afterwards he took a more ſerious turn, and he 
began to apply himſelf to the ſtudy of politics, by which he 
might be of ſome ſervice to his country : he was choſen, ſays 
Anth. Wood, a recruiter of the long parliament which began 
at Weſtminſter the 8th of May, 1661, to ſerve for New Rom- 
ney ; and fat in three parliaments, ſince the diſſolution of that, 
when he died, Aug. 20, 1701, and his title became extinct. He 
was exceeding active in the Revolution, which was thought the 
more extraordinary, as he had received favours from King 
James the Second, That prince, it ſegms, had fallen in love 
with Sir Charles's only daughter and heir (for he had no other 
legitimate iſſue) which was by. Catharine, third daughter to 
John Savage, Earl Rivers. The faid Catharine his daughter, 
in conſequence of his intrigues with her, and in order to give 
her the ou luſtre, was created for life (Jan. 20. 1 Jac. II. 
1685) Counteſs of Dorcheſter, and Baroneſs of Darlington, 
in Durham. This honour, ſo far from pleaſing, greatly ſhocked 
Sir Charles, who could not bear the thoughts of his daugh- 
ter's diſhonour, and looked upon her exaltation as rendering 
her more conſpicuouſly infamous. Vide his life in Biog. Brit, 
vol. VI. p. 3603. He therefore conceived a hatred for' King 
James, and readily joined to diſpoſſeſs him of his throne : and 
being aſked one day, why he appeared ſo warm againſt the king, 
who had created his daughter a Counteſs, replied, it was from 
2 principle of gratitude; for, ſays he, fince his Majeſty has 
made my daughter a Counteſs, it is fit I ſhould do all I can to 
make his daughter a Queen. The Counteſs married Sir David 
Collier, Knight, (created Baron Portmore, and afterwards Earl 
of Portmore, by King Wm. III.) and by her had iſſue two 
ſons, of which the eldeſt, David, Lord Mifington, martied

Bridget Noel, niece to Lord Camden, and left no iſſue; ſe- 
cond, Charles, who married Juliana, Ducheſs Dowager of 
Leeds, whoſe daughter and coheir, Carolina, married Natha- 
nae] Curzon, Lord Scarſdale; and Juliana, her ſecond daugh- 
ter, married Henry Dawkins, Eſq; but before her marriage ſhe 
had two natural children by King James II.—a ſon, who died 
an infant, and a daughter, named Catherine Darnley, firſt 
married, March, 1699, to James, Earl of Angleſey, by whom 
he had Catherine Anneſley, his only daughter and heir, who 
married William Phipps, father to Conſtantine, now Lord 
Mulgrave; but, being divorced from the Earl of Angleſey by 
act of parliament, ſhe married, ſecondly, to John Sheffield, 
Duke of Buckingham, and had iſſue by him, 1.

Dr. John Williams, lord archbiſhop of York, and lord-keeper 
of the great ſeal, by whom he had three ſons and two daugh- 
ters; 1. ſohn; 2. Sir William Dolben, Knt. one of the judges 
of the king's-bench, temp. Car. I. who was turned out for 
being the only judge that gave his opinion againſt the legality 
of diſſolving corporations, by quo-warrantos; but was reſtored 
again by King William III. 1688; and 3. Rowland, a ſea-of- 
Acer ; the two laſt died unmarried. Of the two daughters, the

Bland, dean of Durhem ; the third, married to Mr. Wheeler, 
by whom ſhe had Dr. Wheeler, a phyſician at Cheſter, and 
one daughter; the fourth, married to Mr. Fox, by whom ſhe 
had a numerous iſſue. Dr, Dolben's ſecond daughter married

John, the eldeſt ſon of the doctor, was born at Stanwick, 20 
March 1624. He was educated in Weſtmiſter ſchool, and at 
fifteen years of age, was elected ſtudent of Chriſt-church, Oxon. 
The civil wars commencing between the King and the parlia- 
ment, he took arms for the royal cauſe, and ſerved as enſign at 
the ſiege of York, and battle of Marſton-Moor, where he was 
dangerouſly wounded in the ſhoulder with a muſket-ball ; he 
was afterwards made captain, (and major, according to Wood,) 
and had his thigh- bone broke, in another battle, by a muſket- 
ſhot likewiſe. Upon the ſurrender of Oxford, and the decline of 
the King's affairs, he went to his college again, and ſtaid there 
till he was ejected from his ſtudent's place, by the viſitors ap- 
pointed by parliament. He then married, and lived privately 
in Oxford, till the King's reſtoration, where, with Dr. Fell, 
and ſome others of his friends, he kept up a congregation, in 
which the common- prayer was read, and all other uſages of the 
church of England conſtantly ſolemnized. When his royal 
maſter was reſtored, for whoſe cauſe and his father's he had ſo 
often ventured his life, he was firſt inſtituted canon of Chriſt- 
church; afterwards, by means of his wife's relation to the then 
biſhop of London, Dr. Sheldon, (who was removed to Canter- 
bury, 1663,) he was deſervedly made archdeacon of London, 
clerk of the cloſet, and dean of Weſtminſter, In the year 1666, 
he was conſeerated biſhop of Rocheſter, and made the king's 
almoner ; when, ſays my author, (Anth. Wood,) that place 
was managed to the great benefit of the poor, with great juſtice 
and integrity, On the 26th of July, 1683, he was, by the 
King's Cong#-delire, elected archbilhop of the dioceſe of York, 

and enthronized in perſon, Auguſt 23 following. 
This prelate, was a man of a free, generous, and noble diſ- 
poſition, and withal, of a natural, bold, and happy eloquence. 
And, adds our Oxford antiquary, by a ſort of hereditary right, 


he ſucceeded his uncle Williams, in his honours ;_ both in his

of civil law conferred upon him. In December, 1685, he, 


with the lord viſcount Tiviot, and colonel Robert Philips, were 
conſtituted his majeſty's commiſſioners of the privy-ſeal, during 
the abſence of Henry, earl of Clarendon, then lord · lieutenant 
of Ireland, and this office they enjoyed till March 11, 1686, 
when Henry, lord Arundel of Wardour, was ſworn in lord 
privy-ſeal.

only ſtanding bank againſt the inundations of Popery, when it 
was threatening to overwhelm us all ; of this church, was our 
deceaſed friend a cordial and affectionate ſon ; he loved its con, 
ſtitution, frequented its worſhip and communion, and could 
his honeſt zeal to it have permitted him to trincle with Popery, 
(as ſome others did, who made the greateſt noiſe againſt it, 
when there was no danger in view) and given it but a helping 
hand to deſtroy thoſe legal fecurities that ſtood in its way, and 
(under God's providence) were the only inſuperable fence * 
againſt it, he might have been, to my knowledge, lord-mayor 
ſoon enough to have out-lived his mayoralty; and how well, 
and wiſely he behaved himſelf in it, under che moſt difficult 
circumſtances ; how effectually he conſulted the city's peace 
and ſecurity, when dangers environed her on every fide ; how

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c equally he poiſed himſelf amidſt all extremes; how prudently 
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he weathered the threatening ſtorm of CHF force, thathung 
over it; how happily he ſtemmed the difficult tide of popular 
commotion, which, in other parts, bore down all before it; 
will, perhaps, be remembered to his immortal honour, when- 


ever a more grateful age ſucceeds, 


© I know, he has been frequently charged with keeeping ſe- 
cret correſpondence with the enemies of our laws and religion, 


and therein, of betraying the great truſt repoſed in him. But 


this is a calumny, as ridiculous as it is falſe ; for how was it 
poſſible for a perſon of my lord - mayor's figure to convey him- 
ſelf inviſibly (as the ſtory pretends Sir John Chapman did) 


from one end of the town to the other, without the privity of 


his own numerous family, who knew nothing of the matter, 
or the cognizance of that populous city between? But this J 
certainly know, That ſo far as the laws of civility and duty 
would admit, he always induſtriouſly avoided all ſecret con- 


verſation, and made it the leading principle of his conduct, 


through the difficult ſcene of affairs, to act upon no other 
ſecret orders or cauncils, but what were fiſt propoſed, and 
conſented to, by his worthy brethren of the court of alder- 
men. 3 | 
© And as he thus acted upon the ſquare in all his public ad- 
miniſtrations, ſo in his private capacity, he was a perſon of 
unſpotted integrity and juſtice, in all his intercourſes with 


men: One, who, as I verily believe, did never wilfully wrong 


any man in the world; of the truth of which, take one in- 
ſtance for all : he having, many years ago, had great dealings 


with a certain perſon, well known in this city, there remained 


a large account between them, which, at length, was evened, 
-djuſted, and diſcharged on both ſides ; but, ſeveral years af- 
ter, he having ſome occaſion to review this account, found 
there was a great miſtake in it, and that there remained a very 
conſiderable ſum of money due to his correſpondent ; upon 
which he immediately goes and acquaints him with it, and 
pays him to the utmoſt farthing, An example of juſtice, which 
I would to God thoſe men would imitate, that make ſo bold 


with his memory. 


© Nor was he leſs benign and charitable than he was honeſt 
and juſt ; for, as he was a good neighbour, and a hearty friend, 
ſo he was a general lover of mankind; always free and for- 
ward to render good offices to all that needed, and craved his 
aſſiſtance, DEE 1 
And then for his alms, I muſt crave leave of his aſhes to 
do a right to his memory, againſt his own inclinations ; for, 
in his life-time, he was ſo ſevere an obſcryer of our Saviour's 
| | * caution, 
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Caution, Take heed that you do not alms before men, ſo utter - 
6 ly abhorrent of that phariſaical humour, of performing his 
© good works in a clear echo, that might be ſure to reſound 
them after him in praiſes and commendatiens, that perhaps he 
too mich affected privacy and concealment ; and was ſo far 
from defiring that his light ſhould glare out in vanity and of- 
tentation, that he would not ſuffer it to ſhine out enough be- 
fore men, to provoke them by the ſight of it to glorify our com- 
mon Father in heaven; for his charity ran under ground, in 
ſuch ſecret channels, that ſome, I know, were apt to queſtion 
whether the ſpring was not dry, or, at leaſt, very ſcanty in its 
communications, But now he is gone, his memary, like the 
leaves of roſes, ſmells ſweet and fragrant, after the roſe is dead 
for now that he is out of our hearing, and thoſe few that knew 
his charities, and thoſe miny that were refreſhed by them, dare 
own and atteſt them, without fear of offending his modeſt pi- 
ety; it appears, by ſeveral hundreds of pounds which he gave 
in his life, upon ſeveral charitable occaſions, beſides the cha- 
ritable legacies he bequeathed at his death, that he was, not 
only in word, but in deed, a true benefactor to mankind, 
6 5 5 then for his relative duties, he was, that which every 
good man is (and without it it is fulſome hypocriſy for any man 
to pretend to religion), viz, a kind and obliging huſband, a a 
tender and provident father, a courteous and benevolent maſ- 
ter, and in all the degrees of his relation, a ready aſſiſtant, a 
uſeful friend, and a generous benefactor“. 
The aforeſaid Sir John, left William his ſon and heir; alſo 
a daughter, married to Sir Oliver Ayſhcomb, of Lyfford, in 
Berks, Bart. and Bethia. 

Sir William Chapman, his ſon, had the honour of knight- 
hood conferred on him by his majeſty King George I. in Oct. 
1714, being the firſt year of his majeſty's reign 3 and who ſome 
time after further honoured him with the title of Baronet, He 
married Elizabeth Webb, alias Wood, one of the daughters of 
Thomas Webb, alias Wood, of Kenſington, Eſq; and one of 
the coheirs of Sir Henry Wood, who was one of the clerks of 
the board of Green-cloth, to K. Charles II. (and married his 
only daughter to the duke of Cleveland and Southampton,) 
by whom he left two ſons, Sir John, his ſucceſſor; and Wil- 
liam, of Loundham- Hall, in Suffolk, who married a ſecond wife, 
Auguſt 2, 1967, but has no iſſue.

HIS family is a younger branch of the Codringtons of 
£ Codrington, in the county of Glouceſter ; which was a 
ſamily of good note in this county, in the time of Henry IV. 
John "Codriogton, Eſq; being ſtandard-bearer to K. Henry V. 
in his wars in France; and, as it appears by the heralds books, 
was then armed in a coat with Lions, in the ſervice of the ſaid 
King in battle, watch and ward, under his banner, And for 
the good ſervices that the ſaid John Codrington had done, or 
ſhould do, and to the worſhip of knighthood, as it is there ex- 
preſſed, a farther addition was made to his arms in the _ of 
Hen VE.

ſum of 10,000. ſterling, for the building of a library, and fur“ 
niſhing it with books; beſides his own ineſtimable library, 
collected with great ſkill and expence : as alſo an eſtate of 2000]. 
per ann, to the corporation for the propagation of Chriſtian 
knowledge, for the building and endowment of a college at Bar- 
badoes. © He died at his ſeat at Barbadoes, on Good Friday, 
* April 7, 1710, and was buried the day following, in the pa- 
riſh church of St. Michael, in that iſland ; but his body was 
afterwards brought over to England, and interred in the cha- 
pel of All-Souls college, in Oxford, where two Latin ora- 
tions were ſpoke to his memory by two fellows of that college. 
He was a gentleman of great parts, of a quick and piercing 
comprehenſion, a ftrong, ſolid, and diſtinguiſhing judgment, 
a retentive memory, a warm imagination, a ſublime way of 
thinking, a methodical way of reaſoning, and a voluble, di- 
ſtinct utterance ; he had his education firſt at Chriſt-Church, | 
in Oxford, but afterwards removed to All-Souls-college, and 
was choſen fellow there, and ſoon acquired the deſerved cha- 
rafter of an accompliſhed, well-bred gentleman, and uni- 
verſal ſcholar, He afterwards betook himſelf to the army, but 
without quitting his fellowſhip; where his merit, and int- 
pregnable courage, ſoon recommended him to his prince's fa- 
your ; who rewarded him with the government of the Leeward 
Caribbee Iſlands: after the reſignation of which, he led a very 
retired life, and applied himſelf to ſtudy, particularly church - 
hiſtory, and metaphyſics ; of the latter, he was eſteemed the 
greateſt maſter in the world. In a word, he had, in his Weſt-

power of the Grand Monarch had reduced his other ſubjects, he 
contracted ſo juſt a ſenſe of true religion and liberty, as created 
an equal abhorrence of all the principles of popery and tyranny, 
and determined him, in every ſtation, and in every ſeaſon, to 
oppoſe with vigour all the ſubtle ſchemes ſet on foot for 
the introduction of both into theſe kingdoms : but, as his man- 
ner was, to reſiſt the attempts of craft and malice, without any 
returns of rude affronts, or cruel revenge, ſo, his uncommon 
civility, and generous behaviour, to men of all parties and con- 
ditions, was found to extort, if not love, yet reſpe&, even from 
thoſe who affected to ſtand in oppoſition to him. He was a 
commiſſioner of trade, and one of the lords of the admiralty, in 
the reign of Queen Anne, and in the reigns of King George I. 
and King George II, a commiſſioner of the treaſury, and in the 
latter reign one of the tellers of the exchequer. In the 13th of 
King George I. he was advanced to the dignity of a baronet, 
and to the heirs male of his body, Jawfully begotten; and for 
want of ſuch iſſue, to (his brother,) William Turner, of Croſt- 
wight, in the county of Norfolk, Efq; and the heirs male of his 
body lawfully begotten ; and for want of ſuch iflue, to (another 
brother,) John Turner, of Lynn-Regis, in the ſaid county, 
Eſq; and the heirs male of his body, lawfully begotten. 
Sir Charles was twice married; firſt, (in 1059, to Mary, 
daughter of Robert Walpole, of Houghton, in the county of 
Norfolk, Eſq; (ſiſter to the right hon. Sir Robert Walpole, 
knight of the moſt noble order of the garter, chancellor of 
the exchequer, and firſt lord- commiſſioner of the treaſury,) by 
whom he had one fon, John, and two daughters, Anne, mar- 


ried to the rev. Maurice Suckling, D. D. late prebendary of 


Weſtminſter; and Elizabeth, to John Fowle, of Brome. of 
Norfolk, Eſq; one of the commiſſioners of the exciſe. John 
Turner, Eſq; only ſon of Sir Charles, died in his father's life- 


time, leaving iſſue, by a daughter of Mr. Emerton, three 


daughters only, viz, Maria; Anne-Carolina, married to John 
Playters, Eſq; fon and heir of Sir John Playters, of Sotterley, 
in Suffolk, Bart. and Dorothy-Walpole, 5 
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Sir Charles married ſecondly, Mary, 1 of Sir William 


Blois, of Cockfield-Hall, in Voxford, in Suffolk, Knt. relict 
of Sir Neville Catlyn, of Kirby Kane, in Norfolk, Ent. by whom 
he had no iſſue ; ſhe died Aug. 30, 1738, and he Nov. 24, fol- 
lowing, and was ſucceeded in dignity and eſtate, according to 
the entail in the patent; (William 8 Eſq; his brother, 
dying without iſſue-male, June, 1735) by his next ſurviving 
brother, : 

Sir John Turner, Bart. who repreſented the corporation of 
Lynn, in the laſt parliament of Queen Anne, and had ſerved the 
office of mayor of that corporation three times, and was, at his 
death, an alderman thereof; and cuſtomer and collector of that 
port. He died Jan. 7, 1738-9, leaving Sir John, his ſucceſſor, 
and ſeveral daughters, one of which married Mr. Taylor; and 

was ſucceeded in dignity and eſtate by his only ſon, 

Sir John Turner, the preſent baronet, who was elected mem- 
ber of parliament for Lynn, in the room of Sir Charles Turner, 
Bart. his uncle, and has ever ſince been ſucceſſively re- elected 
for that place, of which he is alſo an alderman. He married 
the daughter of Mr. Stonehouſe, who died in 1749.

Sir Richard Gough, Knut. younger brother tg Sir Henry 
Gough, of Perry-Hall, Kat. raiſed a conſiderable eſtate from 
the ſmall ſtock of a younger brother's fortune, by the India and 
- China trade, He was. remarkable for his great induſtry and 
application to buſineſs, and exact juſtice in his dealings: he was 
reckoned to be well {killed in the knowledge of the Britiſh trade 
and commerce in general, and in that particular branch of it to 
the Eaſt Indies equal to any in his time: he was brought up 
under that eminent merchant, Sir James Houblon ; and had, 
even whilſt a youth, the advice and aſſiſtance of the great Sir 
Joſiah Child; he travelled through moſt of the trading towns 
in the Mediterranean and Levant ſeas, and drew his obſervations 
from the men of buſineſs of all countries : he afterwards made 
four ſeveral voyages to India and China, with unparalleled ſuc- 
ceſs and reputation; and thus wound up the ſeries of his for- 
tune. He was knighted by King George I. and in the year 
1717, purchaſed the lordſhip of Edgbaſton, with the appurte- 
nances, of the lord viſcount Faulconbridge, and lady Bridget 
his wife, who was one of the daughters and coheirs of ——— 
Middlemore, Eſq; and came to the ſole right of Edgbaſton, by 
a deed of partition with her ſiſter, who was afterwards married 
to Sir John Shelly, Bart. and had for her ſhare, among other 
lands, the manor of Sollyhull, in Warwickſhire, with its ap- 
£3 oo purtenances 
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jurtenances, which was afterwards purchaſed by Harry Gough, 
Eſq; ſon of Sir Henry Gough, Knt. and nephew to Sir Rich- 
ard Gough, of Edgbaſton. About the year 1725, Sir Richard 
having obtained a royal contribution of 600l. towards finiſhing 
the church at Birmingham, determined to do ſomething in fa- 
vour of his own pariſh church of Edgbaſton 3 and having before 
put the church into very good repair, the greateſt part of which 
was at his own expence, there reſted little to do on that ac- 
count; ſo he reſolved to augment the living, by obtaining 
the Queen's bounty, and accordingly gave his bond in due form 
to the commiſſioners to ſecure the payment of 200l. fo ſoon as 
they ſhould appropriate the like ſum, according to the ſtatute. 
In confideration of which charity and beneyolence to the church, 
the dean and chapter of Litclifield, by conſent of the biſhop, 
agreed to grant the perpetual advowſon of the curacy of Edg- 
baſton, to Sir Richard Gough, and his heirs for ever. He mar-

of Middleſex, Eſq; (his brother,) and the heirs male of his body, 

lawfully begotten, Sir Henry is the preſent baronet, and was 
member for Totneſs, in the ſeventh, and for Bamber, in the 
eighth, parliaments of Great Britain, (for which corporation his 
father, Sir Richard, ſerved in the two parliaments of King 
King George I, and in the firſt of King George II. till his death.) 
He married, firſt, Catharine, ſecond daughter of Sir John Har- 
pur, of Calke, in Derbyſhire, Bart. (by Catharine, his wife, 
fourth daughter and coheir of Thomas, lord Crewe, of Stene, in 
Northamptonſhire,) by whom he had no iſſue; ſhe died at 
Edgbaſton, June 22, 1740. Sir Henry married to his ſecond 
lady, July 2, 1741, Barbara, only daughter of Reynolds Cal- 
thorp, of Elvetham, in the county of Southampton, Eſq; by 
Barbara, his wife, eldeſt daughter (and the only one who mar- 
Tied) of Henry lord viſcount Longueville, by Barbara, his wife,

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Tecond daughter, and one of the coheirs of Sir John Talbot, of 
Laycock, in the county of Wilts, Knt. This lady was as re- 
markable for her piety and good ſenſe, as ſhe was for her great 
age. The ſaid viſcounteſs Longueville died in Jan, 1763, in 
the ninety-fifth year of her age, and fifty-ninth of her widow- 


hood, leaving an example to poſterity of the happy effects of a 


well-ſpent life, as ſhe perfectly retained all her ſenſes to the laſt, 
and felt no pain or infirmity. Sir Henry Gough, by Barbara, 
his wife, has three ſons, Henry, Richard- Thomas, and John- 
Calthorpe ; alſo three daughters; Barbara, married, Jan. q, 
1770, to Iſaac Spooner, ſon of Ifaac Spooner, of Elmdon, near 
Birmingham, Eſq; Charlotte, married in July, 1968, to Sir 
John Palmer, of.Carlton, Bart. and Elizabeth.

OR the name, there was anciently a province in Mercia, 
called Wiccia, and the people Wiccii; the capital of 
which province was Worceſter, 

The word wic, in German, is ſaid to ſignify a bay, a creek, 
or winding of a ſea, or river ; in Saxon, ſometimes a bay, and 
ſometimes a caftle; and the falt-pits in Worceſterſhire and 
Cheſhire were, by the old Engliſh, called wiches, or ſalt- 
hoes, © | 

And in both theſe ſhires we find many conſiderable perſons of 
the name of Wyche, | 1 

Of theſe, the firſt is, Peter de Wycha, who, in 1159, (temp. 
Hen. II.) was one of the witneſſes to the convention between 
Roger, prior of Malverne, in Worceſterſhire, and William Bur- 
det, founder of Waucot abby, in Warwickſhire, which he made 
a cell to Malvern, ae 155 |

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The next is, Saint Richard de la Wiche, ſome time lord bi- 
ſhop of Chicheſter, and afterwards canonized. | | 
2 This Richard was born at Wiche, (i. e. Droitwiche,) in 
Worceſterſhire, educated firſt at Oxon, then at Paris, then at 
Bononia, then at Orleans. At his return made chancellor to 
faint Edmund, archbiſhop of Canterbury, and at length chan- 
cellor of the univerſity of Oxford. Afterwards provided to the 
biſhopric of Chicheſter, by the pope, and conſecrated by the 
holy father himſelf, on the firſt Sunday in Lent, anno 1247. 

He ſo governed the charge committed to him, that all men re- 
verenced him very greatly, not only for his great learning, but 
much more for his diligence in preaching; and, above all, for 
his integrity of life and converſation, He died the ſecond or 
third of April, 1253, in the g6th year of his age, and was bu- 
ried in his own cathedral. He was canonized in 1262, the 
form whereof, with the office appointed to be uſed on his feſti- 
val, may be ſeen among the MSS. in the library of Corpus Chri- 
ſti coll. Oxon. No. 154 ; and on the ſixteenth of the kalends 
of July, 1276, his body was taken up from the place where 
it was firſt buried, and put into a rich ſhrine, The ceremony 
of this tranſlation was performed by Robert, archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury, in the preſence of King Edward I. and of all the no- 
bility and prelates of England. + EN 

His life was written by Ralph Bocking, a Dominican ; an 
abridgment whereof, by Mr. Elmer, (as alſo his laſt will,) may 
be ſeen among the MSS, in the library of Trinity coll.

The next of this family whom J read of, is another Richard, 
called Richard the Lollard, a cotemporary, and, in all probability, 
a companion of the famous John Wicliff. The anſwer of this 
Richard, to the articles objected againſt him, may be ſeen among 
Sir Thomas Bodley's MSS. at Oxon, and his recantation, among 
the MISS. of the King's library, at St. James's, No. 349. 

The next is another Richard, called Richard Wyche, of 
Wico-Malbano, that is, Wyche Malbanc, (ſo named from Wil- 
liam Malbedeng, or Malbanc, who had that place given him by 
the Conqueror, now Nantwiche, in Cheſhire; he had iſſue,

This Sir Hugh Wyche died in 1466, and was buried at St. 
Margaret's, Lothbury, where, before the fire, he had a fair mo- 
nument, ſignifying, that he gave to his third wife 3oool. and 
to poor maids martiages $O marks.

After his death, the lady Wyche brought an action in the King's 


Bench, againſt the parſon of St. Margaret's, for that the ſaid

the arms of Sir Hugh Wyche, her late buſband, and a ſword, 
forth of the chapel, where the ſaid Hugh was buried.

This lady Wyche, (relict of Sir Hugh, ) was buried in St. 
Dionis Backchurch, to which ſhe gave lands for ſermons, &c. 
The next of this family, whom I read of, is father Richard 
Wyche, a Cyſtercian monk, of Whalley abby, in Lancaſhire, 
which Richard, in 1521, (12 Hen. VIII.) then ſtudying in St. 
Bernard's college, Oxon, went out bachelor of divinity, in that 
univerſity. 

The next I read of, is, John, a ſecular, ſometime maſter of 
St. Peter's college, at Lingfield, in Surrey, who died at that 
place, May 22, 1545, where he lies buried, _ 

The next is Richard Wyche, of Davenham, in Cheſhire ; he 
had iſſue, | 

Richard Wyche, of London, merchant, who married Eliza- 
beth, daughter of Sir Richard Saltingſtall, Knt. lord-mayor of 
London, by whom he had twelve ſons and fix daughters, and 
died Nov, 20, 1621, and lies buried at St. Dunſtan's in the 
eaſt, where, before the fire, he had a fair monument in the 
north aile of the chancel, _ I 

Peter, fixth ſon of Richard aforefaid, was a merchant, after- 
wards knighted, made one of the gentlemen of the privy-cham- 
ber to King Charles I. and for twelve years his ambaſſador at 
Conſtantinople, being the eighth in number of thoſe Engliſh 
gentlemen who had been veſted with that character. 

This Sir Peter married Jane, daughter of Sir William Me- 
redith, of Wrexham, in Denbighſhire, Knt. paymaſter in the 
reigns of Queen Elizabeth and King James I. of their majeſties 
army. | . 

50 1633, while Sir Peter was ambaſſador, happened that 
dreadful fire at Conſtantinople, which conſumed 70, ooo houſes, 

Sultan Amurath IV. in his letters to King Charles, accord- 
ing to the flouriſhing way of the Eaſt, ſtiles this Sir Peter one of 
the chief of your moſt eſteemed, Sir Peter Wyche. And again, 
your ambaſſador, the honoured amongſt the people of the Meſ- 
ſiah, the eſteemed and famous lord, and your truſty Sir Peter 
Wyche ; whoſe end be happy.

While Sir Peter was thus ambaſſador at the Porte, his lady 
being there with him, the favourite Sultana Queen defired one 
day to ſee her, whom ſhe had heard ſo much talk of. Whereupon 
lady Wyche, (accompanied with her waiting- women, all neatly 
dreſſed in their great verdingals, which was then the court fa- 
ſhion,) attended her highneſs. The Sultana received and en- 
tertained her very reſpectfully, but, withal, wondering at her 
great and ſpacious hips, aſked whether all Engliſh women were 
ſo made and ſhaped about thoſe parts? To which lady Wyche 
anſwered, that they were all made as other women ;_and withal 
ſhewed her the fallacy of her apparel : at which the Sultana, 
who verily believed it had been her natural and real ſhape, was 
hardly convinced of the truth. | | 
After his return, Sir Peter was made comptroller of the houſ- 
Hold, and a privy-counſellor ; and, as ſuch, ſigned the King's 
declaration, bearing date 15 June, 1642, diſavowing any intent 
of war.

eletor of Brandenburgh ; and honourably treated through the 
- territories of the duke of Courland ;) refident at Hamburgh, &c. 
from which laſt he returned in 168 1. — 

This Sir Peter firſt invented the geographical cards, in 52 
copper- plates. He alſo tranſlated the life of Don John de Caſ- 
tro, vice-roy of India, wherein are feen the Portugueſe voyages, 
diſcoveries, and conqueſts, in the Eaſt-Indies; by Jacintho 
Freire, of Andrada, into Engliſh ; Lond.

He married Iſabella, daughter of Sir Robert Bolles, of Scamp- 
ton, in Lincolnſhire, Bart. (by Mary, daughter of Sir Edward 
Huſſey, of Hunington, in Lincolnſhire, Bart.) and had iſſue, 
1. John; 2. Barnard, a merchant; 3. Peter, who died at Cam- 
bray, unmarried ; 4. George, a merchant, who died at Pondi- 
cherry, unmarried. 5 
Of theſe, John, the eldeſt, was envoy extraordinary at Ham- 
borough, and married Betheſda, daughter of Mr. Savage, and 
had iffae, Cyrill, and a daughter, Sophia, the wife of Dr. Tho- 
mas Thomas, ſome time preacher to the Engliſh merchants at 
Hamborough, and afterwards rector of St. Vedaſt, Forſter-lane, 


and dean of Peterborough. 


Cyrill Wyche, Eſq; only ſon and heir, was, at the age of 


nineteen, appointed reſident at Hamburgh, by N and 
ſent by the late King, his miniſter to the Circle of Lower Saxo- 
ny, and afterwards his envoy extraordinary to the ſaid Circle, 
and by his late majeſty advanced to the dignity of a baronet ; he 
continued refident to the Hans Towns many years, and was af- 
terwards his majeſty's enyoy extraordinary to the court of 
Ruffia. 
Sir Cyrill married Anne, daughter of Mr. Magnus Wedder- 
| kop, firſt miniſter to the late duke of Holſtein, by whom he 
had iſſue two ſons, Magnus, who was an enſign in the army, 
and died unmarried in the twenty-ſecond year of his age, 1740;

| This Cyrill was born at Conſtantinople, when his father was 
ambaſſador there, and had his name from his godfather, Cyrill, 
the patriarch of that city, whom the Jeſuits murdered. - 

This Cyrill, the patriarch, by the way, was a good man, 
who employed one Mataxa, a caloyer, of Cephalonia, to buy a 
fount of Greek types, in England, and therewith ſet up a Greek 
preſs at Conſtantinople for the benefit of his own nation. 
There they printed Biſhop Jewel's Apology, tranſlated into 
Greek, and divers other pieces; which (with a famous MS. of 
Phocius, ſome time patriarch of Conſtantinople, and the only 
copy of that book in the world, given the Engliſh ambaſſador 
by a Greek biſhop, as the greateſt rarity of the Eaſt, and by him 


intruſted with Mataxa, to be tranſcribed by his deacons, that, 


having double copies, ſuch great riches might not periſh in one 
bottom,) were, by the contrivance of the jeſuits, all ſeized by 
the vizir; and though the printed books and types were af- 
terwards reſtored, yet this MS. {which conſiſted of lectures, de- 


_ terminations, and other diſcourtes againſt the church of Rome) 
could never be recovered, The ambaſſador moved the vizir, who 
uſed all his power ; and the patriarch publiſhed an excommuni- 


cation for many months, if perchance any Greek had bought it 
of the ſoldiers, to return it, but in vain, But I return to Cyrill 
his godſon. | be 

1 bis Cyrill went out M. A. of Chriſt- church, Oxon, in the 
times of the uſurpation; was afterwards knighted, ſecretary to 
the lieutenancy in Ireland, F. R. S. and created LL. D. 1665, 
at which time he was a burgeſs in parliament for Kellington, in 

Cornwall, as he was afterwards in divers other parliaments. 
In the beginning of July, 1692, (5 W. & M.) the lord Ca- 
pel, this Sir Cyrill Wyche, and William Duncomb, Eſq; were

conſtituted ri jute of Ireland, in the room of the lord Syd- 
ney. And, 

In 1700, the ſaid Sir Cyril was, by the then Engliſh houſe of 
commons, appointed one of the thirteen truſtees to ſee to the 
reſumption o the forfeited eſtates in Ireland. 

This Sir Cyrill purchaſed Poyning's manor, in the pariſh of 
Hockwold, in Norfolk, as alſo divers other manors there, and 
dying Dec. 29, 1707, was buried in St. James's church, Weſt= 
minſter.

This William had iſſue, two ſons and one daughter, 
Ralph, Henry, and Urſula; this daughter Urſula married 
Thomas More, of London, merchant; Henry, the younger 
ſon, was a citizen of London, whoſe deſcendant afterwards ſet- 
tled at Cranford, in Northamptonſhire, and had the title of 
Baronet conferred on him, June 22, 1660, by King Charles 
II.

In 1 3 go, he was ſent into France with ati army, where he drove 
the French before him like ſheep, overwhelming their towns and 
Cities in ſuch a number, that years afterwards the ſharp points, 
and gable-ends of overthrown houſes, cloven aſunger with inſtru- 
ments of war, were commonly called Knolles's Mitres. The 
French ſtyled him Le veritable Demon de Guerre; or, the thun- 
derbolt of war. He was made ſeneſchal of Guienne by Ed- 


ward the Third, who commiſſioned him to aſſiſt John de Mont- 


fort, in the recovery of his duchy of Bretagrie, wherein he ac- 
quitted himſelf ſo nobly, that he only was eſteemed a fit paral- 
lel to Bertrand du Gaeſelin, the French commander. He was 
appointed, by John de Montford, lieutenant of Bretain ; and his 
ſervices were rewarded, by the ſaid duke, with a fair eſtate 
in the duchy. Paulus Emilius, in his reign of Charles the 
Fifth, mentioning Sir Robert Knollys, ſays, Qui ampliſſimum 
patrimonium in Britannia habebat, ac glorid belli ſanguiniſue 
nobilifatt prefiabat. After the conqueſt of Aquitaine by the 


Black Prince, in which he had aſſiſted, Sir Robert offered his 


ſervices to this Prince, and was retained by him; but, as he war 
no ſtranger to the treachery of the French, he reſolved to ſerve 
the prince with all his power, at his own expence, and therefore 
equipped four ſtout ſhips, and, leaving his caſtle of Dervals 
drew near to the port, with ſixty men at arms, and as many 
archers, with whom he ſafely reached the port of Rochelle, 
Bir John Devereux, the governor, under the Prince, gave him 
a ſincere welcome; but, the citizens being no friends to the Eng- 
liſh, his men were not fo well received, though they were over- 
awed by the Engliſh garriſon. After two days ſtay here, Sir 
Robert went to Angouleſme, to the Prince, who received him

ſunimoned the chief commanders; and ordered them to pay the

| bert's abſence, who had abſolutely forbid his giving battle, en- 


gaged the French, and was entirely defeated. Sir Robert re- 
turned from Guyenne ſoon afterwards, but gave himſelf no 


trouble to revenge the defeat of Grandiſon, not deſigning even 
to collect thoſe who had eſcaped, but went to ſpend the winter 


quietly in his caftle of Derval, in Bretagne z either not ſorry for 
the diſgrace of Grandiſon, whom he knew to be his ſecret ene- 
my, or to acquire greater honour, by repairing it the enſuing 
campaign. The worthleſs Sir John Minſtreworth, knowing 

accuſers have the advantage, repaired to England, and imputed 
the defeat to the miſconduct of his patron. But Sir Alan Rox - 
hull eaſily convinced King Edward of the falſity of the charge, 
and the ſequel ſhewed how little credit this traitor deſerved. 
On the acceſſion of Richard the Second, he was honoured wirh 
the order of the Garter. The laſt piece of ſervice he performed 
was ſupprefling Wat Tyler, and his rebellious crew. When 


old, Sir Robert appeared buckling on his armour, like old 


Priam, at the taking of Troy, but with far better ſucceſs ; and 
the city of London enfranchiſed bim a member thereof in ex- 


preſſion of their gratitude; 


His pious charity was equal to his valour z and he was equal- 
ly beloved by the Engliſh and feared by the French. He was 
the chief founder of Rocheſter-bridge, founding a chapel and 
chauntry at the eaſt end thereof; He likewiſe built a college at 
Pomfret in Yorkſhire, where his lady Conſtance was born, en- 
dowing it with an eſtate of 180 l. per annum. | 

He died at his manor of Sconethorp, in Norfolk, full of ho- 
nour and years, being at leaſt ninety years of age, on the 15th 
of Auguſt 1407, and was buried with his lady in the church of 
the White Friars, in London, to which he had been a great 
benefaQor, He left iſſue, a daughter, Emma, married to An- 
thony Babington, and a ſon, Thomas, ſeated at North Mymms, 
in Hertfordfhire, who left two ſons, Robert and, Thomas. Ro- 
dert's epitaph is ſtill to be ſeen in the church theft.

She had iſſue, by 
r Knollys, Jane, married to Charles Wingfield, of 
imbolton Caſtle, ſon of Sir Richard Wingheld, Knight of the 
Garter; and one ſon, Francis Knollys, who was educated in 
Magdalen college, Oxford, from whence he retired to his pa- 
ternal ſeat at Rotherheld-greys, in Oxfordſhire. At length he 


appeared at Court, and was appointed one of the band of gen- 
tlemen penſioners, towards the end of Henry the VIIIth. 


He was ſo zealous a friend of the Reformation, under Edward 
the VIth, that he thought proper to retire, on the acceſſion of 
Queen Mary, and accordingly went into Germany, where he 
hved and converſed with thoſe Engliſh divines, who, like him, 
were exiles for conſcience ſake, At Frankfort, he appeared in 
behalf of the ſchiſm, and, on that account, retired with Knox 
and Whettingham, to Geneva. On the death of Queen Mary, 
he returned home, and became ſo highly eſteemed by Queen 
Elizabeth, that he was immediately appointed one of her privy 
council, and ſoon afterwards vice-chamberlain of her houſhold, 


and employed in ſeveral important negociations abroad, In 


1566, he was created a Maſter of Arts, in a convocation held 
in Chriſt-church Hall, in the preſence of the earl of Leiceſter, 
chancellor of the univerlity, juſt before her Majeſty left Ox- 
ford; he being then vice-chamberlain, captain of the guard, 


high ; ſteward of the city of Oxford, and lieutenant of the coun - 


ty, which he repreſented in parliament till his death, 
In 1566, he ſucceeded Sir John Maſon, as treaſurer of the 


Queen's chamber. In 1568, he was ſent by her Majeſty to re- 


ceive the Queen of Scots at Carliſle, and had, jointly with Lord 
Scroop, the cuſtody of her during her confinement in Bolton 


_ caſtle, In the 2gth of Elizabeth, he was one of the judges 


commiſſioned to fit in judgment on the ſaid Queen, in Fother- 
ingay caſtle, but did not appear. At laſt he was appointed 
treaſurer of the houſhold, and knight of the moſt noble order of 
the Garter. He died in the ſummer 1596, and was efteemed, 
generally, a faithful ſubject, and an honeſt, learned, and pru- 
dent man. Some, indeed, thought him no friend to epiſcopacy,

On his return he was: entered*a member of Magdalen col- 
lege, Oxford, where he acquired ſo much learning, by a cloſe

ditatus. He and his brothers were all admired by ſome, and 


envied by others, for their great virtue and towardlineſs. This 
Henry repreſented the borough of Reading in the firſt parlia- 


ment of Queen Elizabeth, and married Margaret, daughter 
and heireſs of Sir Ambroſe Cave, chancellor of the duchy of 


Lancaſter, with whom he had the lordſhips of Kingſberry and 
Nuneaton, in the county of Warwick. She died on the 15th 
of Auguſt, 1600, leaving iſſue by him, two daughters, Eliza-

HIS family is undoubtedly of very great antiquity, and it 
is probable they were among the firſt Saxons who ſet- 
tled themſelves in the North of England. Their name ſeems 
to corroborate this conjecture, as the word Cunlive, or Cun- 
liffe, in the Saxon language, imports a gift or grant for life, or 
a competent maintenance, according to the military cuſtoms of 
thoſe times ; and certain it is, that a houſe and lands, bearing 
the name of Cunlive, or Cunliffe, were granted them in the 
early times we are ſpeaking of, at Billington, near Whalley, 
in Lancaſhire, This became afterwards the ſurname of the fa- 
mily ; for in the year 1282, being the eleventh of the reign of 
Edward the Firſt, a writ of inquiſition was iſſued, concerning 
the extent of the manor of Mancheſter, in which a jury of 
twelve principal perſons were (worn, among whom was Adam 
de Cunlive, | | 1 
The family of Cunliffe continued in the poſſeſſion of the lands 
and hall of Cunliffe, till the civil wars between the houſes of 
York and Lancaſter: but it appears that, in the reign of Henry 
the Seventh, they had Joſt their poſſeſſions there, and were ſeated 
either at Wicollar, or at Haſtings, in the ſame county *. 
The family is itil] poſſeſſed cf Wicollar ; but the civil wars 
between King Charles the Firſt and his parliament, like the 
civil wars of earlier date, were again prejudicial to, and leſſened 
their poſſeſſions, | | . 
Nicholas Cunliffe, of Hollings, and Robert, his brother, 
were at firſt engaged on the ſide of the parliament; and it ap- 
pears from the journals of the houſe of commons, that they were 
employed in the year 1643, by the parliament, to execute an 
important truſt in Lancaſhire, 3 
Robert Cunliffe was ſummoned to Cromwell's parliament, in 
1653, as one of the repreſentatives of the county of Lancatter ; 


14. folio 92, in the Heralds office, London, where the different 
branches or this family are more particularly ſet forth, | | 
but 
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but as this parliament was not ſufficiently ſubſervient to the 
views of Cromwell, they were haſtily diſſolved. 

However, John Cunliffe, ſon of the beforementioned Nicho- 
jas, very ſoon after was active in oppoſing the ruling power; 
for which his houſe at Hollings was plundered, and a garriſon 


put into it, by thoſe who acted under the arbitrary and deſpotic 


government that ſucceeded the Protectorſhip. He alſo ſuffered 
much by ſequeſteration, as appears by written evidences now in 
being, which obliged him to mortgage his eſtate at Hollings, 
and ſettle his reſidence entirely at Wicollar. 

This John Cunliffe had many daughters, and two ſons, Ni- 
cholas, and Ellis. From Nicholas, the elder, is deſcended 
Henry Cunliffe, now living at, and poſſeſſed of, the family eſtate 
at Wicollar, near Colne, in the county of Lancaſter. 

Ellis, the ſecond ſon of John Cunliffe, ſtudied Divinity at 
the univerſity of Cambridge, of which he continued a member, 
being a Fellow of Jeſus college, till he had taken the degree of 
Batchelor of Divinity. He was ſeveral years rector of New- 
market, which he reſigned for that of Etwall, in the county of 
Derby, and was ſo much in favour with King Charles the Se- 
cond, that he did him the honour of ſtanding ſponſor to his 
ſon, Foſter. At his death he left two daughters, and one ſon, 
Foſter, (before mentioned) who was ſo chriſtened, that being 
the family name of his mother, who was coheireſs to an eſtate 
belonging to a family at Airton, in Yorkſhire, 

This Foſter was brought up a merchant at Leverpoole, whoſe 
honeſty, diligence, and knowledge in mercantile affairs, pro- 


cured wealth and credit to himſelf and his country; a magi- 


ſtrate, who adminiſtered juſtice with diſcernment, candour, and 
impartiality; a Chriſtian, devout and exemplary in the exerciſe 
of every private duty; a friend to merit, a patron to diſtreſs; 
an enemy only to vice and ſloth; and lived eſteemed by all who 
knew him, though few have been ſo extenſively known. His 
lite was a ſcene of buſineſs : he ſought after no perſonal honour; 
but he had the pleaſure, ſome time before his death, to ſee his 
ſon unanimouſly returned member of parliament for Leverpoole. 
He died, Jamented by the wiſe and good, the 11th of April, 

1758, in the ſeventy-third year of his age. 

Foſter Cunliffe, of whom we have been now ſpeaking, left 
two ſons, Sir Ellis, his ſucceſſor, and Sir Robert, the preſent ba- 
ronet; alſo two daughters; the eldeſt married to William Shawe, 
of Preſton, Eſq; the younger, Mary, is yet unmarried, The 
eldeſt ſon, Ellis, was choſen member of parliament for Lever- 
poale, as before mentioned, in the lifetime of his father, and was 
hilt knighted, and afterwards created a baronet, by his late _ 

| | jeſty, 
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jeſty, George the IId, in the year 1759. No man did his duty 
better as a member of the houſe of commons, and repreſentative 
of a free commercial town, being always ready to promote every 
honeſt ſcheme for the good of trade. As a proof of this, he pre- 
ſented a memorial to thoſe at the helm of ſtate, pointing out the 


great benefit of inland navigations, and the probability of join- 


ing the Trent to the Merſey, by a canal, which has ſince been 
effected, and from which many ſalutary conſequences are de- 
rived. He alſo obtained the extenſion of the Poſt- office, by 
which the communication of correſpondence is quickened, and 
a daily poſt eſtabliſhed, much to the facilitating of buſineſs, be- 
tween Leverpoole and London. He was a ſecond time elected 
member of parliament for Leverpoole, in the year 1761. Sir 
Ellis was ſteadily attached to the ſervice of his King, and the li- 
berties of his country, and ſerved his conſtituents with integrity, 
aſſiduity, and ſucceſs ; for he was neither venal nor factious: 
his fortune in life placed him above the temptation of a bribe, 
and he had too much diſcernment to be hurried away by every 
torrent of oppoſition. Hence it is no wonder we ſaw him a 
ſecond time returned to aſſiſt in the grand council of the nation. 
Though Providence had beſtowed on him almoſt every earthly 
bleſſing, yet he wanted, what neither honours nor riches can pro- 
cute, health of body. He was obliged, on this account, to re- 
move, for ſome years, into the milder elimates of Europe, from 
whence he returned with health much improved, his under- 
ſtanding untainted with folly, his morals uncorrupted by vice, 
and. his religious principles undebaſed by the libertine or ſuper- 
flitious notions of the countries he had paſſed through, After 


ſeme years, finding his health again declining, he was acvited 


by his phyſicians to go to Naples; but he died at Loſtwithiel, 
in his road to Falmouth, where he deſigned to embark. This 
happened on the 16th of October, 1767, in the fifty-firft year 
of his age; and he was interred in the chapel at Cherton-Heath, 
in Cheſhire *. ; | 

Sir Ellis, leaving only two daughters, his title and paternal 
eſtate devolved upon his only brother, |

of Derby; 2. Thomas, heir to his father and brother, whoſe 
wife was Aane, fifth daughter of Sir Reginald Graham, of Nor- 
ton-Conyers, in the county of York, Bart, Jane, the only 
daughter of the ſaid Thomas and Sidney FHeflceth, was firſt mar- 
ried to Henry, ſecond ſon of Sir Richard Brooke, of Norton, in 


Cheſhire, Bart. ſecondly, to Hugh, ſon of John Warren, of 


Poynton, in the ſame county, Ela; but died without iſſue. 
Thomas Heſketh, Eſq; (only ſon and heir of the abovemen- 
tioned Thomas Heſketh, Eſq; and his ſaid wife, Anne Graham) 
was lord of Heſketh, Rufford, Holmes, and Holmeſwood, Mar- 
tholme, Great Hack, Howicke, Betton, &c. was one of 
the repreſentatives for the town of Preſton, in the ſixth parlia- 
ment of Great Britain, and married Martha, only daughter of 
James St. Amand, of St. Paul, Covent- 'c London, Eſq; 
(by Elizabeth, daughter of Sir William Juxon, of Little 3 
ton, in the county of Glouceſter, Bart.) Their iſſue, were four 


ſons, viz. 1. Robert; 2. Thomas, who both died infants; 3. 


Sir Thomas, of whom hereafter; and 4. Robert Heſketh, of 
the pariſh of St. James, Weſtminſter, Eſq; born at Rufford, 
April 23, 1728, and married at Preſton, in Lancaſhire, April 
19, 1748, to Sarah, daughter of William Plumbe, of Waver- 
firee, in Lancaſhire, Eſq; by whom he has two ſons and a 
daughter, viz. Thomas, born 25 March, baptized 8 May, 
1749, in St, George's pariſh, Leverpool ; Anne, born 28 Feb. 
1748-9, baptized 26 March following, at en and Ro- 
bert, born at Preſton, 23 July, 1751. 

Sir Thomas Heſke th, the preſent baronet, was advanced to

T*HERE is in the Heralds office a very particular pedigree of 
this family, entered in Sir William Dugdale's Viſitation 

of Northumberland, c. 41. fol. 27 and 28, which commences 
at the time of the Norman conqueſt; but, as we have been fa- 
voured with particulars of a more early date, we ſhall begin the 
account of this family with a genealogy, found in the works of 
Thomas Challock, (formerly biſhop of Orcades, and ſteward to 
Margaret, princeſs of Denmark, Norway, and Sweden, wife 
to James third, King of Scotland,) a learned and ingenious ge- 
nealogiſt, who left behind him authentic accounts of many 
great families in the kingdom of Norway and dukedom of Nor- 
mandy, | ; 
This pedigree bears the title of An exact and true genealo- 

« py of the moſt noble and ancient Lords of Gouldbranſdall, in 
&© the kingdom of Norway, from the Heathens time, progeni- 
& tors of the moſt noble and ancient name of Delaval.” . 

The firſt mentioned is Harold, born in the year 846, ſur- 
named Hairfauger, on account of his hair turning fair before 
the uſual time. At this æra, Norway, like England, and other 
kingdoms, was divided into many ſtates; and, when this Ha- 
rold arrived at maturity, he made war upon all the other kings, 
of whom ſome fell by his ſword, others were baniſhed, and the 
reſt, dreading the power of his arms, ſubmitted to the yoke, 
joined him, and called themſelves by the name of Jarl, which 
ſignifies an earl. Some of theſe conquered princes aſſumed the 
name of Herſa, which the Scotch formerly called Thenne, who 
were, in point of dignity, conſidered as illuſtrious barons, 
This Harold was crowned, anno 858, and became the firſt ſo- 
vereign prince over all thoſe kingdoms. 

At the ſame time lived Gouldbrand, king of Dall, a dale, 
lying between extenſive mountains and hills, under the ſpacious 
field of Dowrre, bordering on Walders, Solloer, and Hedmark, 
which land is to this day called Gouldbranſdale; becauſe the 
lords thereof were called after that name for many generations, 
and were the deſcendants of the moſt mighty heatheniſh prince, 
Woden, and his lady Freya, from whom, being worſhiped as deities, 
(ſays my author) two days in the week, Wedneſday and Friday, 
derived their name. When England was divided into feven

kingdoms, all the kings at that time were deſcended from this 
Woden and Freya; and it is obſervable, that all their deſeend- 
ants were honoured and eſteemed in preference to every other 
family. This Gouldbrand, who was a dignified baron, was one 
of the King's principal counſellors, and married Signielda, 
daughter of Sigefrid, or Sigrichk, King of Sogon, in Norway. 

They had flue one ſon, Gouldbrand, and three daughters: 
Aſſalina, the eldeſt daughter, married Ralph Neffcot, a noble- 
man, and grandfather to Ralph, the firſt duke of Normandy. 
Eldrida, the ſecond daughter, married a noble lord, of what 
place the pedigree does not mention, but ſays his name was 
Helgeland, predeceſſor of Harreck, earl of Tigdoe, &c. Offa, the 
third daughter, was ſecond wife to the aforeſaid King Harold, 
from wbom deſcended all the Kings of Norway. 

Gouldbrand, the ſecond Herſa of Gouldbrandſdall, married 
Raganhilda, daughter of Earling of Quidme, in Walders, a 
nobleman of illuſtrious birth. Their iſſue were, „. 
and two daughters. Gouldborig, the eldeſt daughter, mar- 
ried Hafftord, of Skierdingſtad, a noble lord. Sigridda, the ſe- 
cond daughter, married a nobleman, who was grandfather of 
Kicktillcalf, of Ringennes, a nobleman of illuſtrious birth. 

Gouldbrand, the third and great Herſa of Gouldbrand{dall, 
was the firſt we find mentioned as a Chriſtian, who was con- 
verted to that Faith by Ollaus, the Saint, or pious King of 
Norway. When this Gouldbrand perceived that this good 
King was endeayouring to eſtabliſh the Chriſtian religion, he 
made all the oppoſition in his power, and raiſed an army againſt 
him. However, (ſays my author,) the night before they were 
to engage, bis wife dreamed that the God of the King was 
more mighty and powerful than the idol of her huſband, and 
that the King's God would certainly deſtroy him, ſhould he 
venture to give him battle. She related this dream to her huſ- 
band, and admoniſhed him to make peace with the King. 
While they were thus talking together, a meſſenger came to ac- 
quaint him, that the King deſired a conference with him before 
their armies engaged; to which, through the perſuaſion of his 
wife, he at laſt conſented, When they met, the King ſaluting 
him in a friendly manner, thus addreſſed him: “J am ſorry, 
6 my lord, that a man poſſeſſed of fo much underſtanding, 
“ courage, and power, and nobly deſcended from our own 
& blood, ſhopld be involved in eternal blindneſs, and the groſſeſt 
“ ignorance of the Supreme Being, a God who created Heaven 
te and Earth! Why will you rely on a falſe god, who cannot 
* affift you in adverſity, nor preſerve your foul from the tor- 
5 tures of everlaſting mee Let me therefore beſeech 
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« you to turn from your idolatry, and truſt in that God only, 
% from whom all happineſs is derived.“ 

His lordſhip replied, The ſame god my anceftors relied on 
« will protect me, as he has them: I will have no other.” 
The King ſaid, . May I not have a fight of him?” « You 
« may go into the temple, (anſwered his lordſhip) where you 
« will ſee them all.” The King's piety would not permit him 
to enter this idolatrous temple ; but deſired it might be brought 
into the field that the ſun might ſhine upon it. The heathens 
were at firſt unwilling to expoſe their idol; but, at laſt, 
through the intreaty of his lord{hip, it was brought forth. 

The King then hoped, that the only omnipotent Being, 
whom he ſerved, would declare, by ſome miracle, that he alone 
was the true God. Nor were his hopes in vain; for, as ſoon as 
they had placed this rotten image, their idol god, in the fight 
of the ſun, that beautiful luminary withdrew his light, at noon 
day, though not a ſingle cloud was ſeen in the ſkies. Fear and 
dread then ſuddenly ſeized the infidels, which being perceived 
by one of the King's ſervants, he ran haſtily to their god, and 
having uttered theſe words, „As long as this curſed god ſtands 
here, the ſun will never ſhine forth ;” he then, with a club, 
the weapon of thoſe times, ſtruck the wooden idol fo violent a 
blow, as at once beat it to pieces. This rotten image was no 
ſooner broken, than there iſſued from it a number of ſerpents, 
rats, and other venomous creatures, At this moment, the ſun 
broke out with its uſual ſplendor, to the utmoſt confuſion of the 
affrighted and aſtoniſhed heathens. ** You now ſee (faid the 
„ King) in what a god you have believed: ſee where he lies, 
© and cannot help himſelf: the God whom I obey, would not 
“ ſuffer the ſun to ſhine upon him.?“ 

His lordſhip, having then cauſed his god to be burnt, he, 
and his three ſons, embraced the Chriſtian religion, and were 
inſtantly baptized. His perſon was majeſtic, tall, ſtrong, and, 
like his anceſtors, of a brown complexion. Their coat of arms 
was an emblem of their ferocity, being a rampant Wolf; but 
Ollaus, as ſoon as he had converted him to Chriſtianity, gave 
him for arms, an Etoile, Or, between three Hearts, Gules, on 
a Field, Argent, ſignifying, that he and his three ſons were 
converted to the Chriſtian Faith. His deſcendants bore it after 
him, and the name of Dall, in Norway, uſe it to this day. 
We were tempted to make this digreflion from the main purpoſe 
of our work, to give the reader fo ſtriking an inſtance of the 
ſuperſtition of thoſe barbarous and uncultivated times. 

He kept his court at Frown, where the miniſter of that pa- 


riſn now reſides, and where he built a church. He 3 
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Oſſa, daughter of Suend, the firſt earl of Orkney and Hetland, 
by whom he had three ſons, Gouldbrand, Forbrand, and Col- 
brand, who were always with the King, and followed his court. 
His eldeſt daughter, Wilfhilda, married Finkol, a diſtinguiſhed 
nobleman of Sliva, in Walders. Broghilda, the ſecond daugh- 
ter, martied Erling, of Gierda, a noble lord of Sogn, and 
_ grandfather of Magnus Erlingſon, King of Norway. | 

It is to be obſerved, | that this Gouldbrand the Great had a 
brother called WItver, or Wolf, who married Afirida, a daugh- 
ter of one of the Kings of Sweden, from whom deſcended the 
ancient family of tne name of Wolf, or WIf, in Sweden, viz, 
the lords of Forſtina, from whom the great earl Leonard For- 
ſtenſon, late general of Sweden, was deſcended. 

Gouldbrand, the fourth Herſa of Gouldbrandſdall, married 
Ingrida, daughter of Sir Steen Arniſon, of Storkrim, an emi- 
nent kfiight, and progenitor of the moſt noble family of Sparre, 
in Denmark and Sweden. They had iſſue, only one daughter, 
who married Hagen, the illuſtrious earl of Laden, and protec- 
tor of the kingdom of Norway ; from whom defcended three 
fons, Errick, Suend, and Heming, and from theſe the noble 
princes of Simmern, in Germany ; the barons of the noble 
name of Grant, of Frenckei and Ballowcaſtle, in Scotland; and 

the barons of W xkuiot, in Liffland. 50 
- The ſecond ſon, Forbrand, was a warlike and valiant man, 
who always followed St. Ollaus, the betorementioned King, in 
his wars againſt the heathens, till he was killed at Stickelſtad, 
in the biſhoprick of Frundhim, in Norway, by Kalfarniſon, a 
renowned knight, anno 1035. Going into Normandy to his 
couſins, the dukes of thoſe territories, they gave him ſome lands 
and poſſeſſions there, when he entered into their ſervice. On 
his journey thither, he married Ingrida, daughter of Bruſſa, 
earl of Orcadus and Hetland, a progenitor of the moſt noble 
family of Bruſſa, from whom King Robert Bruſſa, of Scotland, 
and his brother, King Edward, of Ireland, were deſcended, 
Her mother was the daughter of a duke of Muſcovia, in Ruſſia; 
and their children, a ſon, Philip, and two daughters. Oſſa, 
the eldeſt daughter, married Arnfind Goos, ſon of Breiſte, of 
Sandoe, in the iſland of Ferroi. Her mother, Gunhill, was 
daughter of Giff.,.r Galde, earl of Hand, whoſe mother, Aſtrida, 
daughter of Bragde the Old, a diſtiuguiſhed nobleman of Iſland, 
from whom the noble earis of Wiſingſborig, in Sweden, and all 
the noble lords and knights of the name of Bradge, of Den- 
mark, Norway, and Sweden, are deſcended, The aforeſaid 
Aſtridas, mother of Wifhilda, was daughter of Harold, the 
Black Prince of Iſland; whofe fon was Godrid, King of r 
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and Dublin, from whom are deſcended the barons of the moſt 
noble name of Mackclouid, of Horris and Lewis, in Scot- 
land, and the Aplouds, in Wales. Mabilia, ſecond daugh- 
ter of Forbrand, married William Fitzoſbert, King of the He 
of Wight, and ear] of Hertford. - 
Colebrand, the third ſon of Gouldbrand, was a valiant cham- 
pion, and attended Ollaus, the Saint, into England, where he 
was ſlain by Hugh, earl of Warwick, as the hiſtory relates. 
He. married Raugnhilda, daughter of Sigurd, of Leirollen, in 
Walders, who was an illuſtrious nobleman, deſcended from the 
blood of King Aſmar. From this Colbrand were defcended the 
knights of Gouldbrandſdal, and the gentlemen of that name, of 
Dallapiel, of Strom, and Ruſdurf, in Norway; alſo the gentle- 
men of that name, of Dalliſon, Eſquires; and of Hanlein, in 
the county of Kent, in England. | 1 
Philip, ſon of Forbrand, was ſurnamed Dalle-Philip: he was 
a great courtier, and reſided at the court of Richard, the ſecond 
duke of Normandy, who gave him bis daughter, Adalicia, to 
his wife. They had iſſue, Richard, and Forbrand, and a 
daughter, Violetta, who married Jocelin, third ſon of the earl 
of Luxenburgh. 5 | | 
_ . Richard, eldeſt ſon of Dalle-Philip, was a valiant man, and 
went with Geofrei de Bullion to the Holy Wars, where he 
conquered Jerufalem, anno 1142, and was barbarouſly mur- 
dered by the Sarazins, as was his brother Forbrand, who died 
unmarried. They were both buried with great funeral pomp, 
near the Holy Grave. | 
Richard married Maria, daughter of Guido, duke of Lorrain. 
She was, as is well known, related to all the Kings and Princes 
in Alropia, They had iſſue, William and Guido, and two 
daughters: Juleta, the eldeſt, married Euſtace, earl of Beſſin. 
Siſberta, the ſecond daughter, married Eudo, viſcount Neele, 
both great men of Normandy. William, the eldeft ſon of 
Richard, was made earl of Vernon, in Normandy, and like- 
wiſe of Devon, in England, He married Mabilia, daughter of 
Robert Earl of Millent, from whom deſcended the noble name 
of Vernon. | 
Guido, ſecond fon of Richard, ſurnamed Dalle-Richard, 
married Emma, only daughter and heir of Inquerin, lord of 
Delaval, younger brother to Allan, earl of Little-Britain. 
Their children were, Guido, and Iſabella; which lat married 
Robert de Haſtings, a progenitor of the earls of Huntingdon, 
and of the moſt antient family of the name of Haſtings. 
Guido, by right of his mother, lord of Delaval, married 
Lucia, daughter of Robert, earl of Mortaigne, ſon of Harle- 
| vein, 
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vein, de Counte Ville, by Arletta, mother of King William 
the Conqueror. Their children were Guiofrei, Henric, and 
Hoviſia; which laſt married Amery, viſcount Towar, the pro- 
genitor of the noble family of Towars, barons of Interlied, in 
Scotland. | | 

Guiofrei, the eldeſt ſon, lord of Delaval, married Euodocia, 
daughter of Voldonius, earl of Sant Claro, progenitor of the 
moſt noble and antient family of Sanct-Clairs, formerly princes 
of Orcadus, from whom deſcended the preſent earls of Caith- 
nes, and lords and barons of many antient houſes in the king- 
dom of Scotland at this day, From this Guiofrei, and his lady, 
deſcended all the families of the noble houſe of Delaval, in 
Normandy. | | | 

Sir Henrick Delaval, ſecond ſon of Guido, lord of Delaval, 
was of the number of thoſe knights who carried the head ban- 
ners, when his couſin William, Duke of Normandy, conquered 
England, and was made King, anno 1066. He married Gun- 
nirilla, daughter of Roger de Beamont, or Bellamonte, who 
was commonly called Roger with the Beard. He was deſcended 
from the earls of Millent, and was one of the greateſt counſel- 
lors and generals King William had. From him deſcended the 
former earls of Leiceſter, who gave birth to the dukes and other 
dignified tities of the name of Hamilton, in Scotland ; and alſa 
all the noble viſcounts, banners, &c. of the ancient name of 
Beamont, here in England. | | 

The children of this Henrick were, one ſon, Henrick, or 
Henry, and one daughter, Lydia, who married Regnald, earl

IDNEY, in his Treatiſe upon Government, mentions this 
kJ family to be of great antiquity ; that in name and an- 


tiem poſſeſſions it equals moſt, and is far ſuperior to many of 


the nobility, whoſe names he ennumerates; and, indeed, it ap- 
peats, from a very eurious pedigree of this family, preſerved in 
the Royal Muſeym, that, in the time of Henry II. they were 
Knights of St. John of Jeruſalem; Sir Henry Bayntun was 
Knight Marſhal to the King; an office of high authority in 
thoſe days, whoſe ſecond ſon, Henry, a Knight of St. John of 
Jeruſalem, was ſlain in Bretagne, anno 1201.

Atter this recital of the pedigree of the family, it is proper to 
relate ſome particulars of Sir William Mildmay himſelf, on 
whom the title of baronet was conferred, who, after an univer- 
ſity education at Emmanuel college, in Cambridge, founded by 
Sir Walter Mildmay, and where he received the degige of Ma- 
ſter of Arts, was entered at the Middle Temple, of which, 
at preſent, he is a bencher ; and applying his ſtudies chiefly to 
the laws of trade, and going ſeveral times abroad, and purſuing 
the ſame enquiries concerning the laws and policy of trade in 
France and Holland, he compoſed a treatiſe, ſome time ago 
Publiſhed, entitled, The laws aud policy of England, relating ia 
Trade, examined by the maxims and principles of trade in general, 
and by the laws and policy of other trading nations. Being like- 
wiſe conſulted in the early times of his being at the bar, by ſe- 
veral eminent citizens, concerning their diſputes on the elec- 
tion of ward and city officers, he allo writ and publiſhed a 
- treatiſe in the year 1743, to point out the Method and rule of. 
pooceeding in all elections, polls, and ſcrutinies, at common halls 
aud wardmates, within the city of London 3 which treatiſe has ever 
ſince been appealed to as the ſtandard and guide for the deter- 
mination of all diſputes about the election of city officers. 
The war between England and France, which had been car- 
ried on from 1744, being determined by the preliminaries of 
peace ſigned at Aix-la-Chapelle, 1748, he ſoon after went again 
into France, and returned about the latter end of the year 1749, 
when freſh diſputes had ariſen between the two crowns, relating 
to the limits of their territories in America, and it having been 
ſtipulated in the nego: iations upon the concluſion of the peace, 
that commiſſaries {hould be appointed on each fide for adjuſting 
all complaints which might ariſe with regard to thoſe points,

©. Heretofore, as a diſgrace to our magiſtracy, and a ſcandal to our 


police; and his late Majeſty, King George the Second, had, 
more than once, in bis ſpeeches to parliament, recommended it 
to the attention of every body, to uſe their endeavours to put a 
ſtop to ſuch growing evils. This being intimated to Mr, Mild- 
may, whilſt he was bis Majeſty's commiflary at Paris, he was 
induſtriouſly curious, during the intervals of time from his pub- 
lic employments, to ſearch out and compile from the beſt in- 
formations he could procure on the ſpot, the feveral regulations 
and methods of police enforced in that country for the preſerva- 
tion of peace, and preventing of robberies, both on the high- 
ways, and in the ſtreets of their metropolis, which he reviſed 
and publiſhed in the beginning of the ſpring, 1763, under the 
title of I Treatiſe on the Police of France; and, ſome time after, 
he favoured the public with ſeveral other obſervations he had 
made during his reſidence abroad; namely, An Account of the 
| Southern Maritime Provinces of France; with a Supplement, 
containing Obſervations on the three 1 cities of Provence, 
vis. Air, Marſeilles, and Toulon, To which are added, ſome 
| Remarks on the Marine of France. Theſe were the ſub- 
ſtance of ſeveral repreſentations which he drew up for the 
peruſal of his Majeſty's miniſters, to whom they were of- 
fered ſoon after the declaration of the war in 175b, and were 
_ Publiſhed ſoon after the peace, with hopes, as it is expreſſed in 
the advertiſement prefixed thereto, that the obſervations they 
contained might be inftrumental to the ſervice of his country 
on ſome future occaſion, 0 7 

In conſideration of theſe public ſervices, his preſent Majeſty 
was pleaſed to confer on the ſaid William Mildmay, and the heirs 
male of his body, the title and honour of a baronet of this king- 
dom, by letters patent bearing date the tath of Feb. 1765. In 
the ſame year he ſerved ſheriff for the county of Eſſex; and it is 
well known in that county with what dignity and ſplendor he 
executed that office, and with what readineſs he has exerted 
himſelf on all cccahons to promote every undertaking for the 
public good. Ir is ſuch publick ſervice to our country in any 
ſtation, executed with abilities, vigilance, and fidelity, that 
ſets up and diſtinguiſhes every name, and tranſmits it with ho-

Mary, the eldeſt daughter, married Sir 
Charles Knowles, Bart, and had one fon, Edward, who died 
at ſea, unmarried. Rebecca, the ſecond daughter, married, in 
1751, William, viſcount * Folkeſtone, fince Farl of Radnor, to 
whom ſhe was ſecond lady, and had ifſue, beſides ſeveral other 
children, three ſons who ſurvived her, Her ladyſhip died in 
1764. The third daughter, Reynoldia, died young.

ITI being an impoffibility to obtain any information that can 
1 be depended on, of ſuch gentlemen, whole reſidence is a-

— + A OW r es. 


1. EFORE we begin to treat of the Order itſelf, it will 
8 not be improper to premiſe ſomething concerning the 
word Baronet, or Baronettus, the name of the dignity, of which 
we are going to give ſome account ; for the better and clearer 
underſtanding whereof, we ſhall firſt ſettle the ſignification of 
the word Baro, that being the primitive to Baronettus: now, it 
is generally agreed by thoſe who will have the word to be of 
Grecian extraction, that Baro, as it implies the name of dignity, 
is derived from the Greek word Caps, i. e. vir gravis, eximius, 
vel magnæ autheritatts ; others, whoſe judgements ſeem to be moſt 
favoured, declare this word to be of barbarous original, and, in 
its native ſenſe, it ſeems to be the ſame as vir, in Latin. And, 
among the antient Anglo-Saxons, it ſignified as much, and fo 
by degrees became a name of office and dignity : but Baronettus 
is plainly derived from Baro, and accordingly has been rendered 
into Latin, by Baronulus and Barunculus, as well as Baronettus, 
all which words, it is clear, are of the ſame import, and di- 
minutives of Baro; as Calepine, in his dictionary, ſays, © Bara 
g vir fortis, a quo fit diminutivum barunculus therefore, ac- 
cording to theſe difinitions, Baronet, undoubtedly, ſignifies a 
leſſer or little baron. The word Baronet is antient in both 
England and France, as the learned Selden obſerves; in Eng- 
Jand it has been uſed for Banneret, when that expreſſed a par- 
liamentary Baron; e. g. in this notion it is uſed in the ſtat. of 
Ric. II. where every archbiſhop, &c, duke, earl, Baron, Ba- 
* ronet, knight of a ſhire, &c. are commanded, under pain of 
* amerciament, or other puniſhment, according to antient uſe, 
* to appear in parliament * again, in an attaint, under Hen. 
VI. one of the jury challenged himſelf, becauſe his anceſtors 
| had been Baronets and ſeigneurs des parliaments ; and as it has 
n often in this ſenſe, to alſo it has often been applied to Ban - 
nerets, when the word has expreſſed a knight-banneret; for neither 
have the old ſtories Baronetti, very frequent for Banneretti, as Wal- 
ſingham, in his hiſtory of Edw. II. ſpeaking of the priſoners that 
were taken at the memorable battle of Strivelin, fought be- 
.tween the Engliſh and Scots, ſays, © capti ſunt autem & in cuſ- 
todid detenti Barones & Baronetti vigiati duo, milites ſexaginta 
allo, Nc. But alſo even in a patent, paſſed ſo lately as temp. 
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Edw. VI. to Sir Ralph Fane, «,knight-banneret, he his call 
Baronettus. And, in France, in regard to the antient nearne 
of Bannerets there to Barons, ſome have called them Baronets, 
as if, (to uſe the words of the learned author beforementioned) 
they had a diminutive title of Barons, which alſo ſerves to con- 
firm our derivation of the word Baronet; and now, having 
ſhewn the etymon and ſignification of this word, we hope the 
ſmall digreſſion we have made, in reflecting a little on the an- 
tient uſe, will be excuſed, and immediately we proceed to our 
preſent purpoſe. ch a1 wiltun / 

2. Baronets, then, (as appears before by the name,) are an 
inferior ſort of Barons, and ſeem conſtituted: in the room of the 
ancient Valvaſours, or Vavaſors, between the Barons of Eng- 
land, and the orders of knighthood, taking place next to Ba- 
rons, which was a dignity that ſeems to have come to us from 
the French; for, during their dominion in Italy, thoſe were 
called Vavaſors, who governed the people, -or part of them, un- 
der the duke, earl, or chieftain, and (according to Butler, the 
lawyer) has a full power of puniſhing, but not the right of fairs 
and markets. See Additions to Camden's Britannia. 3 

3. This honour was inſtituted, A. D. 1611: the founder was 
King James the Firſt, ſole monarch of Great Britain; long 
before whoſe reign the whole kingdom of Ireland, but eſpe- 
cially the moſt ample and famous province of Ulſter, in that king- 
dom, had continued in a moſt unſettled ſtate, very much arifing 
from the natural diſpoſition of that people, quite rude. and un- 
civilized, who were equally averſe to all order, as they were 
unwilling, for any length of time, to ſubmit to government, 
and ſeeemed, as it were, to have a propenſity to diſorder and 
lawleſs liberty. In this fituation they had, for a long tract of 
time, rendered themſelves remarkable for their rebellious inſur- 
rections upon, and frequent defections from, the Engliſh: go- 
vernment, as appears from antient hiſtories ; their turbulent 
tempers having made them unapt for, and inflexible to, all rule; 
and good laws were abſent thence, which are the cements of all 
ſociety z becauſe their binding power, the eſſence of all laws, 
would not there have been obeyed by a wild people : a country 
peopled, as this was, muſt neceſſarily bear ſome reſemblance to 
its inhabitants; ſo, a great part of the lands herein, by the ig- 
norance and indolence of the owners, was waſte, and, for w 
of due management and cultivation, Jay ſterile and unprofitable z 
the proprietors and property being equally uſeleſs to themſelves 
and others; barbariſm, irreligion, and ignorance, with all th 
ſad attendants, for a long while, ſeemed to have taken full 
Paſſeſſion of the land; and government, religion, and good man- 
NETS, 
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ners, to have been excluded, ther with arts and ſciences. 
Such was the calamitous caſe of this province in former times; 
and what much cheriſhed theſe diſorders, was, the many un- 
Fucceſsful attemps that had been often made to ſubdue this bar- 
'barous people; ſo that it continued fer? in fatu guo, with no 
very great interruption or alteration, to the reign of this King, 

who finding it in a ruinous confuſion, as their ſovereign too 
the univerſal miſerable ſtate thereof into his royal conſideration 
and protection, attempted the reduction of it, and by the power 
of his ſucceſsful arms, expelled the barbarous rebels, and cauſed 
peace and tranquillity to flouriſh over all her borders : a work, 
indeed, which none of his predeceſſors could ever accompliſh, 
although they had often endavoured, at the expence of much 
"blood and treaſure, but left it to this prince, wrapt up in the 
miſts of blood, ruin, and diſorder : and after he had happily ef- 
fected this his firſt laudahle undertaking, being farther folicite 
"Dus, out of his princely regard for that people; attentive, at the 
"ſame time, to the defires of his ſubjects, for the plantation and 
adorning that kingdom with good men, wholeſome laws, and 
tze true uſe of ſacred religion, eſpecially the province of Ulſter, 
which had ever, from the beginning, been the nurſery and ſe- 
minary of treaſons, rebellions, e, ad" cs liel ber- 
| bariſm ; and likewiſe being providently careful, that ſo great a 
vince might thus be eſtabliſhed, and more and more flouriſh 

in an affluence of wealth, and all other things which might be 
conducive to the ornament and happineſs of the commonwealth ; 
and that the whole management of ſuch civil affairs ſhould be 
protected and maintained by an armed power, to wit, by troops 
and garriſons, ſo that neither hoſtile force, nor inteſtine faction, 
. might hinder or diſturb the repoſe thereof: his Majeſty, to 
theſe worthy and honourable ends, ſo becoming a prince's re- 
gard, did, in the ninth year of his reign, de jure prerogative re- 
galis, & more regum Angliz, progenitorum ſuorum, and as other 
Jovereigns in foreign countries, on the like public and urgent 
occaſions had done before him, ere, conſtitute, and create this 
order, called Baronets, (which his royal ſucceſſors, the only foun- 

' tains of all honour, have continued,) an order peculiar and pro- 
per to our own nation, being a mean, or middle ftation be- 
tween the barons of parliament, and the order of knights, chuſ- 
ing thoſe he was pleaſed to dignify with the ſame, out of the moſt 
prime and principal rank of gentlemen, through all his Majeſty's 
dominion of England, who might ſtrenuouſly promote this his 
ous undertaking, and with their wealths ſhould be aiding to- 
ards the building of churches, towns, and caſtles, which are 
the cauſes of civil commerce, and mutual friendſhip, one man 
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with another; whereby God is feared, the King obeyed, and the 
land titled and manured; all which, they, (the Baronets,) did 

not only (of their own free motion, ) tender to his Majeſty's ſer- 

vice; but alſo made proffer of their lives, fortunes, and eſtates, 

to hazard, in the performance of this duty, and that when any 
ſpark of rebellion, or other hoſtile invaſion, ſhould attempt to 
diſturb the peace of this kingdom, or province, that they them- 
ſelves, in perſon, would be ready to defend it; and each of them 
did maintain and keep thirty foot-ſoldiers there, who were ac- 
tually in the ſervice of the King, for the defence of the kingdom, 
but chiefly for the ſecurity of the ſaid plantation of the province 
of Ulſter, Upon theſe weighty and neceſlary, civil and religi- 
ous conſiderations, was this order founded, which his Majeſty 
was pleaſed to endow with ſeveral privileges of honour, that we 
ſhall mention in the ſequel of this treatiſe. _ , _ | 

4. This honour was made hereditary, by the King's letters- 
patent, in the rolls, to be ſeen, thus: James, by the grace of 

God, &c. We have ordained, erected, conſtituted. and cre- 

© ated a certain degree, ſtate, dignity, name, and title of a Ba- 
© ronet, within this our kingdom of England, to endure for 
© ever; to whom the King doth ſo create to him, and to the 
© heirs male of his body, &c.” | 47-5 | 

5. The manner of creation is therefore by patent under the 
great ſeal, to a man, and the heirs male of his body lawfully be- 
gotten, for ever; though ſometimes the Baronetſhip is further 
entailed, for want of iſſue male, according to the pleaſure of the 
ſovereign. This degree has generally been placed at the head of 
the Nobiles minores; but there are ſome that will have Baronets 
to be the laſt under the firſt rank 7. e. the Nobiles majores; and 
their reaſon is, as having their honour hereditary, and by patent, 
as the other nobility have; which opinion, not only the fore- 

going conſiderations ſeem to favour, but we may alſo add, (be- 
des the ſimilitude of the name, and its antient application to 

Barons, ) that this is likewiſe a local title; for we find a diſtic- 
tion in law, between a Baronet created of a place, and one not ; 
and in lord Coke's reports, it is thus reſolved, © That if the King 
does not create him of ſome place, he ſhall not have an eſtate 
tail, but- fee-ſimple-conditional, which ſhall be forfeited for 
* felony ; but if he create him Baronet of a place, then he ſhall 
have an eſtate- tail, within the ſtat. of Weſtm. 1. De donts con-

6. On the 2ad of May, in the ninth year of his reign, King 

James created divers by patents, that differed not one from ano- 
tner in any ſyllable, more than the names of thoſe created; the 

form whereof hereafter we ſhall inſert, and afterwards many 

i « | | others 
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otdbers were made by the like patents, that paſſed to ſome by 
' warrants of the privy-ſeal, and to others, by warrants of com- 
miſſioners, authorized under the great ſeal, for treating with ſuch | 
as deſired to be created, on the terms in the preamble of the pa- 
tent, and for giving warrant for the creation of them, and to 
© thoſe commiſſioners, inſtructions were alſo annexed to their com- 
miſſion, which likewiſe we ſhall add; whereby none were to 
be admitted into this order, unleſs upon good proof, they were 
men for quality, ſtate of living, and good reputation, worthy of it, 
and at the leaſt, deſcended of a grandfather, by the father's fide, 
that bare arms, and had alſo a certain clear-revenue, in lands, of 
at leaſt one thouſand pounds per ann. ſo that by the patent, and | 
this commiſſion, it is evident, at firſt, they were perſons -emi- | 
nent in family, figure, and fortune: but the inſtitution, in the | 
ſucceeding times, has not been kept quite inviolate; and, in- 
deed, what degree or order is there to be found, whoſe original 
fundamental rules have not, in any long tract of time, on differ - 
ent (and ſometimes, perhaps, very plauſible) occaſions, been 
broke through, in one reſpect or another? . 

7. At the firſt inſtitution, it was deſigned, that they ſhould 
not exceed two hundred, and that after this number ſhould be 
'compleat, if any of them became extinct, for want of heirs male, 
there ſhould never be any more created in their room, but that 

the number aforeſaid ſhould diminiſh,” and on that account be 
reduced to a leſſer number; the founder exceeded this by four 
only, and thoſe were to fill vacancies that happened, not by death 
or attainder, but by promotion to a higher dignity, ſo that he 
did not go beyond his engagement; but the ſucceeding Kings 
of England have been pleaſed to increaſe this number, and this 
ts now, as the higher hereditary titles, without limitation, at 
the pleaſure of the prince. —And having given ſome account of 
the foundation, we proceed next, to ſet forth the privileges, 
pre- eminencies, and precedencies, with other matters of diſtinc- 
tion, belonging to this degree. | 
8. And firſt, they are to be called, and plead, and be im- 
pleaded, by the name of Baronet; andin all commiſſions, writs, 
and other deeds, the ſtyle of Baronet is to be placed at the end 
of their ſurnames, as a neceſſary and legal addition of dignity ; 
and in all Engliſh writings, ſalutations, and compellations, the 
addition of, Sir, is to be placed before their chriſtian names: and 
their having this honourary particle thus prefixed, has (inter alia 
given occaſion for ſome to fancy Baronets to be knights; and 
therefore, many have fondly ſtiled them, Knights-Baronets, as 
if this order had been a ſpecies of knighthood ; whereas it is 
not: for we find the creation of the dignity of a Baronet, in an-

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vent times, did not diſcharge the heir from being in ward, as if 


the heir had been a knight; for he is not made knight by this, 
the dignity of a knight not being deſcendible; but this is de- 
ſcendible, and of ſuperior tank to Knighthood ; though Baronets, 
and their eldeſt ſons, or heirs apparent, may be Khighted, on 
due application, as we ſhall ſoon ſhew. * | 

9. The title of Lady is to be attributed to their wives, who 
precede the wives of all knights whatſoever; this . an he- 
reditary honour; and ſome have ſtiled them Baronetteſſes, and 
we think not improperly, that word being made the feminine of 
Baronet, as Baroneſs is of Baron. 5 

10. Baronets have place and precedence, as well in all com- 


miſſions, writs, writings, appellations, &c. as alſo in all ſeſ- 


* 


ſions, aſſemblies, and other places whatſoever, as well before 
all knights of the Bath, as knights-bachelors, and likewiſe all 
knights-bannerets, thoſe bannerets only excepted, who ſhall hap= 
pen to be created under the King's banher, diſplayed in a royal 
army, in open war, and the King perſonally preſent, and not 
otherwiſe. And they take place amongſt themſelves, according 
to the priority of their creation. 

11. In the reign of K. James I. upon a controverſy of pre- 
cedence between the younger ſons of viſcounts, and barons, and 


the Baronets, after his Majeſty's hearing council in perfon three 


| ſeveral days at large, and having had information from the he- 


ralds, and taken due conſideration of proofs produced on both 


ſides, a decree and eſtabliſhment was made thereupon, and 
touching ſome other points alſo, concerning as well bannerets, 
as the Baronets; whereby his Majeſty did declare; and finally 
decree, that the younger ſons of viſcounts and barons ſhould 
take place and precedence before all Baronets. And by the ſame 
ordained, the better to ſettle, and cleat alſo, all queſtions of 


precedence, that may concern either bannerets, or the younger 


ſons of viſcounts and barons, or the Baronets, either as they 
have relation amongſt themſelves, ot towards others reſpectively, 
that ſuch bannerets as ſhould be made by the King's Majeſty; 
his heirs and ſucceſſors, under his or their ſtandard, difplayed 
in an army royal, in open war, and the King perſonally pre- 
ſent, for the term of the lives of ſuch bannerets, and no longer, 
(according to the moſt antient and noble inſtitution,) ſhould for 
ever hereafter take place and ptecedence, before all bannerets 
whatſoever, (no teſpe&t being had to the time and priority of 
their creation,) as likewiſe betore the younger ſons of vifcounts 
and barons, and alſo before all Baronets. And again, that the 
Jounges ſons of viſcounts and barons, and alſo all Baronets, 

ould take place and precedence before all bannerets whatſoever, 
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other than ſuch as ſhould be made by the K ing himſelf, his heirs 
and ſucceſſors, in perſon, and in ſuch ſpecial form as aforeſaid. 
12. His Majeſty likewiſe ordained, that the knights of the 
moſt noble order of the garter, the privy-counſellors, the ma- 
ſter of the court of wards and liveries, the chancellor and un- 
der-treaſurer of the exchequer, chancellor of the duchy, the 
chief-juſtice of the court of king's-bench, the maſter of the 
rolls, the chief juſtice of the court of common-pleas, the chief- 
baron of the exchequer, and all other the judges and barons of 
the degree of the. coif of the ſaid courts, ſhould, by reaſon of 
ſuch their honourable order and employment of ſtate and juſtice, 
have place and precedency before the younger ſons of viſcounts 
and barons, and all Baronets ; but that no other perſon or per- 
ſons whatſoever, under the degree of barons of parliament, 
ſhould take place before the ſaid Baronets, except only the eld- 
elt ſons of viſcounts and barons, and others of higher degree, 
And accordingly, he did ordain and decree, that the baronets, 
and the heirs males of their bodies, ſhould for ever enjoy their 
place and precedency, next unto, and immediately after, the 
younger ſons of viſcounts and barons, and that no perſon or 
perſons, or ſtate or ſtates of men, ſhould have or take place be- 
tween them. * | | 
13. His Majeſty alſo ordained and decreed, that the wives of 
the Baronets, and of the heirs males of their bodies, ſhould like- 
wiſe, by virtue of their huſbands dignity, in all places; and 
upon all occaſions, enjoy their place and precedency during their 
lives, next unto, and immediately after, that place that is due 
and belongeth unto the wives of the younger ſons of viſcounts 
and barons, and to the daughters of viſcounts and barons. 
14. And his Majeſty, by the letters patent of creation, grant- 
ed (and this engagement he farther confirmed by a decree) that 
neither he, his heirs or ſucceſſors, ſhould or would, at any time 
hereafter, ere, ordain, conſtitute, or create, any other degree, 
order, name, title, ſtile, dignity, or ſtate, nor would give place, 
precedency, or preheminence, to any perſon or perſons what- 
ſoe ver, under or beneath the degree, dignity, or ſtate of lords of 
parliament of the realm of England, which ſhould or might be 
taken, uſed, or accounted, to be higher, before, or equal to the 
degree, dignity, or place, of the Baronets: and agreeable there- 
to, in lord Coke's Reports, (Paſch. 9g Fac. I.) we find it thus 
reſolved ; that the King cannot create any dignity above the 
« dignity of a baronet, and under the dignity of a baron.“ 

15. Baronets, and their eldeſt ſons, have this peculiar privi- 
lege, that they may be knighted if they pleaſe ; for it was or- 
dained and decreed, by his Majeſty, for him, his heirs and ſuc- 

| | | '_  ceſlors, 
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ceſſors, that ſuch Baronets, and the heirs males of their bodies, 
as hereafter ſhould be no knights, when they attain, or be of 
the age of twenty and one years, upon knowledge thereof given 
to the lord-chamberlain of the houſhold, or vice-chamberlain for 
the time being, or, in their abſence, to ary other officer attend- 
ing upon his Majeſty's perſon, ſhould be knighted, by his Maje- 
ſty, his heirs, and ſucceſſors, without paying any fees'or dues, 
if they ſhould deſire it. And as many of the Baronets firſt cre- 
ated, and their eldeſt ſons, were knighted, ſo, by this meansz 
they became Knights and Baronets, as they in former times were 
called, and ſtill remain to be ſo by the vulgar, | 
16. The inſtitution of this order, being for the plantation and 
protection of the whole kingdom of Ireland, but more eſpecially 
for the defence and ſecurity of the province of Ulſter, in the 
ſame kingdom; therefore, for their diſtinction, thoſe of this 
order, and their deſcendants, may bear in their coat of arms; 
either in a canton, or in ah eſcutcheon, at their election, viz: 
Argent, a Hand, ſiniſter, couped at the Wriſt, extended in Pale, 
Gules z being the Arms of the antient Kings of Ulſter, in Ires 
land, and that honourable augmentation, which his Majeſty was 
pleaſed (by his royal decree,) to grant and confer upon the Ba- 
ronets, for their more honour, and to their iſſue for ever, &c; 
beſides which, in their atchievements, theit helmets are diſtin- 
guiſhed from the inferior gentry. | 
17. It was alſo ordained, that the Baronets, and the heirs 
males of their bodies, ſhould have place in the armies of the 
King's Majeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors, in the groſs, neat

long, one penon of his paternal coat, and if there are, quarter- 
ings, there is to be another penon thereof; helm, creſt, ſword;

21. A few years after the inſtitution, his Majeſty made ano- 
ther decree, which alſo paſſed under the great ſeal, wherein he 
declared, that foraſmuch as the degree of a Baronet is an here- 
ditary degree in blood; therefore, that the eldeſt ſons of the ſame 
Baronets, and their wives, as well during their huſbands lives 
as after, and the daughters of the ſame Baronets, the ſaid daugh- 
ters following next after the ſaid wives of the eldeſt ſons of the 
ſaid Baronets, ſhould have place and precedency before the eldeſt 
ſon, and the wife of the eldeſt ſon of any knight, of what degree 
or order ſoever. And likewiſe, that the younger ſons of the 
ſame Baronets, and their wives, as well during their huſbands 
lives as after, ſhould after the ſame manner have place and pre- 
cedency, next after the eldeſt ſons, and the wives of the elceſt 
ſons, and before the younger ſons, and before the wives of the

22. Baronets, then, have precedency before all knights, ex- 
cept knights of the moſt noble order of the garter, and banne- 
rets created in the ſpecial form, as aforeſaid ; but their ladies, it 
is evident, challenge an higher rank than themſelves ; for they 
take place before the wives of all knights whatſoever z and their 
ſons, ſons wives, and daughters likewiſe, reſpectively, pre- 
cede the ſons, ſons wives, and daughters, of all knights, of 
what degree or order ſoever; ſo that theſe may juſtly claim an 
_ eſtabliſhed precedency, before all the common gentry, And on 
due reflection upon the whole, it muſt be allowed, that 
the privileges, pre-eminencies, and other ornaments of diſtinc- 
tion appertaining to this honourable order, are as perſpicuouſly 
declared, as firmly and legally eſtabliſhed, as of any other order 
or degree amongſt us whatſoever, | 
The hiſt creation of this hereditary title, was in the ninth: 
year of King James J. He, in that year, on the two and twen- 
tieth of May, 1611, made divers by patents, that differed not 
one from another in any ſyllable, more than the names of them 
that were created.

The following 1 is a tranſlation of the preceding PATENT. 
James, by the grace of God, &c. Greeting. Whereas, 
amongſt the other cares of ſovereignty with which our mind 
is conſtantly exerciſed, that, neither is the leaſt, nor of leaſt 
moment, the plantation of our kingdom of Ireland, and chief- 
ly of Ulſter, a large and famous province of the ſame king- 
dom, which, now under our government, and by our arms 
being happily ſubdued, we endeavour ſo to eſtabliſh, that fo 
great a province ſhould more and more flouriſh, not only in 

© the 
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© the true practice of religion, civil humanity, and probity of 
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manners, but alſo in an affluence of riches, and abundance of 
all things which contribute either to the ornament or happi- 
neſs of the commonweal : a work, indeed, which none of 
our progenitors could perform and accompliſh, though they 
had often, with much expence of blood and treaſure, at- 
tempted it: in which work our royal care,- not only ought to 
contrive, that the ſaid plantation ſhould be ſtrenuouſly pro- 
moted, towns founded, houſes and caſtles built, fields tilled, 
and other things of that kind done; but alſo to regard, in the 
fiſt place, that the whole management of ſuch civil affairs 
ſhould, by an armed power, to wit, by garriſons and troops, 
be protected and defended, to the end that neither hoſtile force, 
nor inteſtine faction, ſhould hinder or diſturb them: and 
whereas it is intimated unto us, on the part of certain of our

baronets aforeſaid ; but as well the ſaid A. B. and his heirs 
male, aforeſaid, as the wives, ſons, ſons wives, and daugh- 
ters, of the ſaid A. B. and his heirs male aforeſaid, for ever 
hereafter, freely and quietly may have, hold, and enjoy, their 
dignities, places, and precedencies, aforeſaid, before all who 


© ſhall 
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© ſhall be of ſich degrees, ſtates, dignities, or order, for the 
© future, to be created, as aboveſaid, reſpectively, according to 
© the true intention of theſe preſents, without the impeachment 
of us, our heirs or ſucceſſors, or of any other whatſoever. 
And further, by theſe preſents, we declare and fignify our 
will and pleaſure to be now and hereafter, and ſo we have 
reſolved and determined with ourfelf, that if, after we have 
compleated and perfected the aforeſaid number of two hun- 
dred baronets of this our kingdom of England, it ſhall hap- 
pen that ſome or any of the ſame baronets ſhall depart this 
life without an heir male of the body or bodies of ſuch baro- 
net or baronets begotten, that then we ſhall not create or 
appoint any other perſon or perſons baronet or baronets of 
our kingdom of England, but that the ſaid number of two 
-bundred baronets ſhall therefore, from time to time, decreaſe, 
and be reduced to a leſſer number. Laſtly, we will, and by 
theſe preſents, for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, of our ſpe- 
cial grace, and of our certain knowledge and mere motion, 
do grant to the aforeſaid A. B. and his heirs male aforeſaid, 
that theſe our letters patents ſhall in all things, and by all 
things, be firm, valid, good, ſufficient, and effectual in law, 
as well againſt us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, as againſt all 
others whatſoever, according to the true intention of the 
ſame, as well in all our courts, as in any other place whatſo- 
ever, notwithſtanding any law, cuſtom, preſcription, uſe, 
ordination or conſtitution, whatſoever, heretofore ſet forth, 
had, uſed, ordained, or provided, or hereafter to be ſet forth, 
had, uſed, ordained, or provided, and notwithſtanding any 
other thing, cauſe, or matter, whatſoever. We will allo, 
c. without fine in the Hanaper-office, &c. ſo that expreſs 
© mention, &c. In teſtimony of which, &c. Witneſs, Sc.“ 
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After the firſt creation, divers others were made by the like 
patents, that paſſed to ſome by warrants of the privy-ſeal, and 

to ethers, by warrants of commiſſioners, authorized under the 
great ſeal, for treating with ſuch as deſired to be created upon 
the terms in the preamble of the patent, and for giving warrant 
for the creation of them. And to thoſe commiſſioners inſti uc- 
tions were alſo annexcd to their commiſſion in theſe words:

* Foraſmuch as we have been pleaſed to authoriſe you to treat 


and conclude with a certain number of knights and eſquires,

aſſiſtance for the ſervice of Ireland, and under ſuch conditions 
as are contained in theſe preſents, wherein we. do repoſe great 
truſt and confidence in your diſcretions and integrities, ænow- 
ing well that in ſuch caſes there are ſo many circumſtances in- 
cident, as require a Choice care and conſideration : We do 
hereby require you to take ſuch courſe as may make known 
abroad both our purpoſe, and the authority given unto you, 
that, by the more public notice thereof, thoſe perſons who are 
are diſpoſed to advance ſo good a work, may, in time, un- 
derſtand where and to whom to addreſs themſelves for the 
ſame ; for which purpoſe we require you to appoint ſome cer» 
tain place and times for their acceſs, which we think fitteſt 
to be at the council-chamber at Whitehall, upon Wedneſdays 


and Fridays, in the afternoon, where you ſhall make known 


to them, as they come, that thoſe who deſire to be admitted 
into the dignity of baronets muſt maintain the number of thirty 
foot-ſoldiers in Ireland, for three years, after the rate of 
eight pence, ſterling money of England, by the day; and the 
wages of one whole year to be paid into our receipt, upon 
paſſing of the patent, | | 

Provided always, that you proceed with none, except it 


ſhall appear unto you, upon good proof, that they are men for 


quality, ſtate of living, and good reputation, worthy of the 
ſame ; and that they are, at the leaſt, deſcended of a grandfather, 


by the father's fide, that bore arms ; and have allo, of certain 
yearly revenue in lands of inheritance in poſſeſſion, one thou- 


ſand pounds per annum de claro, or lands of the old rent, as 
good in accompt as one thouſand per annum of improved 


rents, or, at the leaſt, two parts, in three parts, to be de- 


vided of lands, to the ſaid values in poſſeſſion, and the other 
third part, in reverſion, expectant upon one life only, hold- 
ing by dower, or in jointure. 
And for the order to be obſerved in ranking thoſe that ſhall 
receive the dignity of a baronet, although it is to be wiſhed 
that thoſe knights who have now place before other knights, 
in reſpect of the time of their creation, may be ranked before 
others, cæteris paribus; yet, becauſe this is a dignity which 
ſhall be hereditary, wherein divers circumſtances are more 
conſiderable, than ſuch a mark as is but temporary, that is to 
ſay, of being now a knight, in time before another, our plea- 
ſure is, you ſhall not be ſo preciſe, in placing thoſe that ſhall 
receive this.dignity, but that an eſquire of great antiquity, and 
extraordinary living, may be ranked in this choice before ſome 
knights. And ſo, of knights, a maa of greater living, more 
| | remarkable 
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* remarkable for his houſe, years, or calling i in the common 


wealth, may be now preferred i in this degree, before one that 
was made a knight before him, 
Next, becauſe there is nothing of honour or of value, which 


is known to be ſought or deſired, be the motives never ſo 
good, but may receive ſcandal from ſome, who, wanting the 


ſame good affection to the public, or being in other conſide- 


rations incapable, can be contented, out of envy to thoſe that 


are ſo preferred, to caſt aſperſions and imputations upon them, 
as if they came by this dignity for any other conſideration but 
that which concerneth this ſo public and memorable a work, 
you ſhall take order, that the party who ſhall receive this dig- 
nity may take his oath, that neither he, nor any for him, 


| hath, directly or indirectiy, given any more for attaining the 
degree, or any precedence i in it, than that which is neceſſary 


for the maintenance of the number of ſoldiers, in ſuch fort, 
as aforeſaid, ſaving the charges of paſſing his patent. 


© And, becauſe we are not ignorant, that-in the diftribution 


of all honours, moſt men will be defirous to attain to ſo high 
a place as they may, in the judgment whereof, being matter 
of dignity, there cannot be too great caution uſed to avoid the 
interruptions that private Partintaties may breed in ſo worthy a 
competition : 

< Foraſmuch as it is well known, that it can concern no other 


perſon ſo much as to prevent all ſuch inconveniencies as it maſt | 


do ourſelf, from whom all honour, and dignity, either tem- 
porary or hereditary, hath his only root and beginning, you 
ſhall publiſh and declare to all, to whom it may concern, 
that for the better warrant of your own aCtions, in this mat- 
ter of precedency, wherein we find you ſo deſirous to avoid 
all juſt exceptions, we are determined, upon view of all thoſe 
patents which ſha!l be ſubſcribed by you, before the ſame paſs 
our great ſea], to take the eſpecial care upon us, to order and 
rank every man in his due place; and therein always to uſe the 
particular council and advice, that you our commiſſioners ſhall 
give us, of whoſe integrity and circumſpection we have fo 
good experience, and are ſo well perſuaded, as we aſſure our- 
ſelf you will uſe all the beſt means you may to inform your 


own judgment in caſes doubtful, before you deliver us any | 


ſuch opinion as may lead us in a caſe of this nature, wherein 
our intention is, by due conſideration of all neceſſary circum- 
ſtances, to give every man that latisfaction which ſtandeth 
with honour and reaſon. 


»Laſtly, having now directed you how, and with what cau- 


tion, you are to entertain the offers of ſuch as ſhall. hem: 
«© them- 
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themſelves for this dignity, we do alſo require you to obſerve 
theſe two things : The one, that every ſuch perſon as ſhall be 
admitted, do enter into ſufficient bond or recognizance, to 
our uſe, for the payment of that portion which ſhall be re- 
maining after the firſt payment is made, which you are to ſee 
paid upon delivery of the letters patents: the other, that, ſee- 
ing this contribution for ſo public an action is the motive of 
this dignity, and that the greateſt good which may be expected 
upon this plantation, will depend upon the certain payment of 
thoſe forces, which ſhall be fit to be maintained in that king- 
dom, until the ſame be well eſtabliſhed, the charge whereof 
will be borne with the greater difficulty, if we be not eaſed by 
ſome ſuch extraordinary means; we require you, our trea- 
ſurer of England, ſo to order this receipt, as no part thereof 
be mixed with our other treaſure, but kept apart by itſelf, to 
be wholly converted to that uſe to which it is given and in- 
© tended; and in regard thereof, that you aſſign it to be re- 
ceived, and the bonds to be kept, by ſome ſuch particular per- 
© ſon as you ſhall think good to appoint, who, upon the pay- 
ment of every ſeveral portion, ſhall both deliver out the 
bonds, and give his acquittance for the ſame. For which this 
* ſhall be yours, and his the ſaid receiver's, ſufficient warrant 
in that behalf.“

After theſe instructions were given to the commmiſſioners, the 


following decree concerning baronets was enrolled, Wen was 


printed by order of King James I. 


James, by the grace of God, King of England, Scotland, 


c France, and Ireland, defender of the faith, &c. _ 
« To all to whom theſe preſents ſhall come, greeting. Know 
© ye that we have made a certain ordinance, eſtabliſhment, and 
© final decree, whereof the tenor followeth in theſe words : 


The decree and eſtabliſhment of the King's Majeſty, upon a 
* controverſy of precedence, between the younger ſons of viſ- 

counts and barons, and the baronets, and touching ſome 
© other points alſo concerns as well bannerets as the ſaid 
© baronets. 


The King's moſt excellent Majeſty, having, epon the peti- 


tion, and ſubmiſſion of both parts, taken into his royal au- 
© dience and cenſure, a certain controverſy, touching place and 


© precedence between the younger ſons of viſcounts and ba- 


c rons, and the baronets, being a degree by his majeſty newly 
© created, which controverſy did ariſe upon an inference only 


out of lome dark words contained in the letters patents of = 
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© faid baronets; and having in perſon heard both parts, and 
© their learned counſel, three ſeveral days at large, after infor- 
© mation taken from the heralds, and due conſideration of ſuch 
© proofs as were produced on both ſides, bath declared and de- 
© creed as followeth, | 

© His Majeſty well weighing that the letters patents of the 
baronets have no ſpecial clauſe or expreſs words to give unto 
them the ſaid precedence ; and being a witneſs unto himſelf, 
which is a teſtimony above all exception, that his princely 
meaning was only to grace and advance this new dignity of 
his Majeſty's erection; but not therewithal to wrong tacitly 
and obſcurely a third party, ſuch as the younger ſons of viſ- 
counts and barons are, in that which is a flower of their fa- 
thers nobility : 8 
© And having alſo had the atteſtation of the lords of his privy- 
council, who did declare that the precedence (after debate and 
deliberation, while the patent of the baronets was in conſulta- 
tion) was with one conſent reſolved and ordered for the young- 
er ſons of the viſcounts and barons : 

And finding alſo that the clauſe whereby the precedence is 
challenged by the baronets, as a kind of conſequence in regard 
to place given unto them above ſome bannerets, doth not war- 
rant their claim; foraſmuch as the precedence betwen the 
bannerets themſelves, and the younger ſons of viſcounts and 
barons, appeareth not to have been regular or certain, but full of 
confuſion, and therefore not ſufficient whereupon to ground 
ſuch their pretence ; but being chiefly moved by the clearneſs 
of his Majeſty's royal intent and meaning, and the explana- 
tion thereof by his council, which his royal meaning doth 
and ever muſt lead his Majeſty's judgment in the interpreta- 
tion of his own acts, hath finally ſentenced, adjudged, and 
eſtabliſhed, that the younger ſons of viſcounts and barons 
ſhall take place and precedence before all baronets. : 
And, further, the better to ſettle and clear alſo all queſtion 
© of precedence, that may concern either bannerets, or the 
© younger ſons of viſcounts or barons, or the ſaid baronets, ei- 
© ther as they have any relation amongſt themſelves, or towards 
© others reſpeRively ; his Majeſty, for himſelf, his heirs and 
« ſucceſſors, doth ordain and eſtabliſh, that ſuch bannerets as

And again, that the younger ſons of viſcounts and barons, 
and alſo all baronets, ſhall, in all places, and upon all occa- 
fions, take place and precedence before all bannerets whatſo- 
ever, other than ſuch as ſhall be made by the King himſelf, 
his heirs and ſucceſſors, in perſon, and in ſuch ſpecial caſe, 
manner, and form as aforeſaid, 

« Nevertheleſs, for a fingular honour to the perſon of the moſt 
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T high and excellent prince Henry, now prince of Wales, his 


« Majeſty's eldeſt ſon, as well the younger ſons of the viſcounts 
and barons, have freely, voluntarily conſented, and agreed, at 
the hearing of the ſaid cauſe, in the preſence of his Majeſty, 
and his privy-council, and all hearers, to give place and pte- 
cedence to ſuch bannerets as ſhall be hereafter made by the 
* ſaid moſt noble Henry, now prince of Wales, under the 
King's ſtandard diſplayed in an army royal in open war, and 
the ſaid prince there perſonally preſent. 

« Saving the right of the younger fons of viſcounts and ba- 
tons, and of the ſaid baronets, and of the heirs males of the 
bodies of ſuch baronets, for the time being, in all other caſes, 
according to the effect, and true intent and meaning of their 
letters patents, and of theſe preſents. | 

And his Majeſty doth likewiſe, by theſe preſents, for hims 
© ſelf, his heirs and ſucceſſors, ordain, that the knights of the 


* moſt noble order of the garter, the privy counſellors of his Ma- 


« jeſty, his heits and ſucceffors, the maſter of the court of wards 
and liveries, and the chancellor and under-tteaſurer of the ex- 
chequer, chancellor of the duchy, the chief juſtice of the court 
commonly called the king's-bench, and mafter of the rolls, 
the chief juftice of the court of common pleas, the. chief ba- 
ron of the exchequer, and all other the judges and barons of 
the degree of the coif of the ſaid courts, now, and for the 
time being, ſhall, by reaſon of ſuch their honourable order,

And further his Majeſty doth by theſe preſents, for him, his 
heirs and ſucceſſors, of his certain knowledge and mere mo- 
tion, promiſe and grant to the ſaid baronets, and every of 
them, already created, and hereafter to be created, and the 
heirs males of their bodies, that neither his Majeſty, nor his 
heirs or ſucceſſors, ſhall or will, at any time hereafter, erect, 
ordain, conſtitute, or create, any other degree, order, name, 
title, ſtile, dignity, or ſtate, nor will give place, precedency, 
or-pre-eminence to any perſon or perſons whatſoever, under

And now, though the precedent declaration doth clearly rid 
all queſtions ariſing upon the letters patents, yet his Majeſty 
having, upon the occaſion of this controverſy, and hearing of 
ſome of the baronets grievances propounded out of their own 
mouths, conſidered more maturely upon the points and lati- 
tude of their ſaid patents, his Majeſty being reſolved (as out 
of his own royal mouth it pleaſed him to declare unto them)

< pleaſed, that as well the baronets already created, as hereaſter 
© to be created, ſhall and may have, and take letters patents un- 
© der the great ſeal of England, to the effect of the ſaid former 
© letters patents of creation, and of theſe preſents, either joint 
© or ſeveral, as they ſhall be adviſed by the learned council of 
© his Majeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors, and according to his 
© highneſs's true intent and meaning. In witneſs whereof we 
have cauſed theſe our letters to be made patents.

About four years after this, there paſſed under the great ſeal 
the other decree concerning this dignity, which is a brief re- 
Cital of the firſt erection of it, and that other concerning it, and 
a declaration of the King's purpoſe that it ſhould continue, and 
that the privileges formerly granted to it ſhould always be held;

_ © Forafmuch as the degree of a baronet is an hereditary de- 
©'gree in blood; therefore we do declare, that the eldeſt ſons of

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determined by and according to ſuch uſual rules, cuſtoms, and 
laws, for place, precedency, privilege, or matters concerning 
them, as other degrees of dignity hereditary are ordered and 


* adjudged.” 


Upon the firſt erection of this dignity, there was paid by each 
admitted then into this order, the ſum of one thouſand ninety-five 
pounds, for the maintenance and ſupport of thirty men, in the 
foot-forces, in the kingdom of Ireland, for the defence of that 
kingdom, and eſpecially for the ſecurity of the plantation of the 
province of Ulſter ; but the end of the inſtitution having long 
ſince been anſwered, the ſtate of that kingdom and province be- 
ing entirely ſettled, it has ſince been cuſtomary, upon the crea- 
tion of any one into this dignity, to remit this money ; in order 
whereto, a warrant is iſſued by his Majeſty, directed to the trea- 
ſurer, chancellor, under-treaſurer, and barons of the exchequer, 
&. to cauſe a tally to be ſtruck in the exchequer, purporting the 
payment thereof, (the antient form being retained,) as if it ac- 
tually had been paid, and accordingly, they, have their guietus 
out of the exchequer; the form of which warrant is in theſe 
words : . 1 | 

Charles the Second, by the grace of God, King of Eng- 
© land, Scotland, France, and Ireland, defender of the faith, 
* &c. To the treaſurer, chancellor, under-treaſurer, and ba- 
* rons of our exchequer, and to all other our officers and mi- 
niſters of the ſame court, now and for the time being, to 
whom it ſhall or may appertain, greeting : Whereas our well- 
beloved ſubject, George Moore, of Mayds Morton, in the 
county of Bucks, Eſquire, for and in reſpe& of the dignity | 
of a baronet to be conferred upon him, did voluntarily offer 
unto us aid for the maintenance of thirty footmen in our army 
within our realm of Ireland, for three whole years. And 
whereas the money to that end, and in ſuch caſes uſually 
paid, amoungzeth to the ſum of one thouſand ninety and five 
pounds, of lawful money of England, which hath been ac- 
cuſtomably paid into the receipt of our exchequer. And 
whereas we are reſolved to confer on him the ſaid dignity of 
baroner, and yet upon juſt and honourable cauſes us moving, 
we are well pleaſed, that the ſaid George Moore, his heirs, ex- 
ecutors, adminiſtrators and aſſigns, and every of them, ſhall 
for ever, and at all times hereafter, be acquitted and diſ- 
charged of and from the aforeſaid ſum of one thouſand ninety 
and five pounds, and of all other ſum and ſums of money, pay- 
able, or which have been accuſtomed to be paid to us, or to 
our uſe, for and in reſpect of the dignity of baronet, Know 
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ye therefore, that for the indemnity of the ſaid George Moore, 
his heirs, executors, adminiſtrators and aſſigns, in that behalf, 
and to the intent that they and every of them may be for ever 
freed, as aforeſaid, we do hereby give power and authority to 
you, and will and require you, and every of you, to whom it 
ſhall or may apertain, to levy and ſtrike, or cauſe to be le- 
vied and ſtricken, in our ſaid exchequer, a tally, purporting 
the payment of the ſaid ſum of one thouſand ninety and five 
pounds, to our uſe, in as ample manner as if the ſame had 
been paid into the receipt of our exchequer, and to do any 
other neceſſary act or acts, whereby the ſaid George Moore, 
his heirs, executors, adminiſtrators, and aſſigns, and his and 
their, and every of their manors, lands, tenements, goods and 
chattels, may be for ever hereafter fully and wholly diſcharged 
of the ſaid ſum of one thouſand ninety and five pounds, and of 
and from payment, or anſwering unto us, our heirs or ſuc- 
ceſſors, of the ſame, or any part thereof, or of any other ſum 
or ſums of money due, or anſwerable by the ſaid George 
Moore, for or in reſpect of his ſaid title or dignity of ba- 
ronet, and may be freed from moleſtation, vexation, or trou- 
ble of the officers or miniſters of us, our heirs or ſucceſſors, 
for, or in reſpect of the ſaid fine, ſum or ſums of money, to 
be paid for his ſaid title, or dignity of baronet, in any man- 
ner of wiſe ; and theſe preſents, or the enrolment thereof in 
our ſaid court of exchequer, ſhall be unto all men whom it 
ſhall concern, a ſufficient warrant and diſcharge for the do- 
ing and executing of all and ſingular the premiſſes, according 
to our pleaſure herein declared. Given under our privy-ſeal, 
at our palace of Weſtminſter, the fix and twentieth day of 
June, in the ſeventeenth year of our reign.

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J*OUCHING place of precedency, it is firſt to be noted, 
6 6 that perſons of every degree of honour, or dignity, take 
place according to the ſeniority of their creation, and not of 
years,. unleſs deſcended of the blood royal, in which caſe they 
have place of all others of the ſame degree. . | 

The younger ſons of the preceding rank take place from the 
eldeſt ſon of the next mediate, viz, the younger ſons of dukes, 
from the eldeſt ſons of earls ; the younger ſons of earls, from 
the eldeſt ſons of barons. 1 

There have been ſome alterations made as to precedency, (as 
may be obſerved by inſpecting the tables,), and therefore ſome 
exceptions will appear to ſome of the foregoing rules, by ſome 
decrees and eſtabliſhments of King James I, and King Charles 


I. whereby all the ſons of viſcounts and barons are allowed to 


precede baronets. And the eldeſt ſons and daughters of ba- 


ronets have place given them before the eldeſt ſons and daugh- 


ters of any knigh:s, of what degree or order ſoever, though ſu- 
perior to that of a baronet ; (theſe being but temporary digni- 
ties, whereas that of baronets is hereditary ;) and the younger 
ſons of baronets are to have place next after the eldeſt ſons of 
knights, (See the Decrees.) | | | 

Note alfo, that as there are ſome great officers of ſtate, who 
take place (although they are not noblemen) above the nobility 
of higher degree; ſo there are ſome perſons, who, for their dig- 
nities in the church, degrees in the univerſities, and inns of 
court, officers in the ſtate, or army, (although they are neither 


| knights, nor gentlemen born, ) yet take place amongſt them. 
Thus, all colonels and field-officers, (who are honourable,) 
as alſo maſter of the artillery, and quarter-maſter general; doc- 


tors of divinity, law, phyſic, and muſic; deans, chancellors, 
prebendaries, heads of colleges in the univerſities, and ſerjeants 
at law, are, by courteſy, allowed place before ordinary eſquires. 
And all batchelors of divinity, law, phyſic, and muſic ; maſters 
of arts, barriſters in the inns of courts ; lieutenant-colonels, ma- 
jors, captains, and other commiſſioned military officers ; and di- 


vers patent officers in the King's houſhold, may equal, if not 
precede, gentlemen who have none of theſe qualifications.

In towns corporate, the inhabitants of cities (and herein 
thoſe of the capital or metropolitan city are the firſt ranked) 
are preferred-to thoſe of boroughs ; and thoſe who have borne 
magiſtracy, to all others. And herein a younger alderman or 
bailey takes not precedency from his ſenior, by. being knight- 
ed, or as being the elder knight, as was the caſe of alderman 
Craven, who (though no knight) had place as fenior alderman, 


before all the reſt who were knights at the coronation of King 
James. This is to be underſtood as to public meetings relating 


to the town; for it is doubted whether it will hold good in an 
neutral place, Tt has been alſo determined in the Heralds of. 
fice, that all who have been lord mayors of London ſhall every 
where take place of all knights-batchelors, becauſe they bave 
been the King's lieutenants. | 

It was likewiſe adjudged in the caſe of Sir John Crook, ſer- 
jeant at law, by the judges in court, that ſnch ſerjeants as were 
his ſeniors, though not knighted, ſhould have preference not-

If a woman have precedency by creation, deſcent, or birth, 
ſhe retains the ſame, though the marries an inferior. But it is 
obſervable, that if a woman nobly born marry any noble man, 
as a baron, ſhe ſhall take place according to the degree of her 
huſband, though ſhe be a duke's daughter. | 

A woman, privileged by marriage with one of noble degree

This holds, not only in comparing degrees, but alſo families 
of the ſame degree among themſelves ; for inſtance, the daugh- 
ter of a ſenior earl yields place to the wife of a junior earl's eldeſt 


ſon. Though if ſuch daughter be an heireſs, ſhe will then be 


allowed place before the wives of the eldeſt ſons of all younger 
earls,—Segar, p. 240. .

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Nova-ScoTia BARONETS. 


HE order of Baronet, in Scotland, was erected for advan- 
cing the plantation of Nova Scotia, in America, and for 
ſettling a colony there, to which the aid of theſe knights was 
deſigned, The order was only intended by King James VI. 
before his death, for in his firſt charter of Nova Scotia, in favour 
of Sir William Alexander, 10 September, 1621, and in another 
charter, granted to Sir Robert Gordon, of Lochinvar, of a part 
of Nova Scotia, deſigned the barony- of Galloway, 8 Novem- 
ber, 1621, there is no mention made of this order : ſo that 
the ſame was only erccted by King Charles I. anno 1625, In 
the ſeveral patents granted to baronets, his majeſty did diſpoſe, 
to each of theſe knights a certain portion of land in Nova Sco- 
tia, erecting the ſame into a free barony, with great and ample 
privileges: and morcover, for their encouragement, did erect, 
create, make, conſtitute, and ordain, that heritable ſtate, de- 
gree, dignity, name, order, title and ſtile of baronet, to be en- 
joyed by every of theſe gentlemen, who did hazard for the good 
and increaſe of that plantation; and ſo preferred them to 
that order and title, creating them, and their heirs male, heri- 
table baronets, in all time coming, with the place, pre-emi- 
nency, priority, and precedency, in all commiſſions, breeves, 
letters patents, namings, and writs, and in all ſeſſions, con- 
ventions, congregations, and places, at all times and oceaſions 
whatſoever, before all knights called Equites aurati, all leſſer 
barons, commonly called Lairds, and before all other gentle- 
men, excepting Sir William Alexander, his Majeſty's lieute- 
nant of Nova Scotia, who (with his heirs, their wives, and 
children) is not only excepted in each of theſe letrers-patents 
granted to the knights, his companions, but likewiſe the char- 
ter granted to himſelf, by King Charles I. 1625, did bear ex- 
preſly this exception and provifion : as alſo, excepting knights- 
bannerets, who ſhould be created under the royal ſtandard, in 
his Majeſty's army, and in open war, the king himſelf being pre- 
ſent, and that during the banneret's lifetime only ; and with 
_ prece- 
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precedency before all of the ſame order, whoſe patents are of a 
poſterior date.” His Majeſty did moreover declare and ordain, 
that the wives of theſe baronets, and of their heirs male, ſhould 


have the precedency, as well after, as before the deaths of their 


huſbands, if they ſhould happen to ſurvive, before the wives of 
all thoſe, of whom the knights-baronets, and their heirs male 
had the precedency, and even before the wives of knights-ban- 
nerets, before excepted (the degree of baronet being heritable) ; 
and alſo that the children, male and female of the baronets, 
ſhould take place before the children, male and female, reſpec- 
tivelv, of all perſons, of whom the baronets, and their heirs 
male, had the priority, and likewiſe before the children of the 
bannerets; and that the wives of the ſons of the baronets, and 
of their heirs male, ſhould precede the wives of all perſons 
whom their huſbands might precede, and that as well their huſ- 
bands being dead as living. And further, his Majeſty did de- 
clare, and promiſe, that whenſoever the eldeſt ſons, and heirs 
male of the baronets, ſhould attain to the age of twent-one 
years, they ſhould be, by his Majeſty, and his ſucceſſors, cre- 


| ated, Equites aurati, or knights batchelors, without payment 


of any fines or dues for the ſame, providing they ſhould defire 
it. But here it is to be obſerved, that ſome of the eldeſt ſons 
of baronets pretend to the title of knight, at their being of age, 
by virtue of this clauſe, without any previous deſire or dub- 
bing; which certainly is an error, for if they will not be at the 
pains to defire it of his Majeſty, or his commiſſioner, they 
ſhould not aſſume it, Likewiſe, his Majeſty did declare and or- 
dain, that the baronets and their heirs male, ſhould, as an ad- 


dition of honour to their armorial enſigns, bear either on a can- 


ton, or in eſcutcheon, in their option, the enſixn of Nova Sco- 
| tia, being Argent, a Croſs of St. Andrew, Azure, (the badge 
of Scotland, counterchanged,) charged with an eſcutcheon of 
the royal arms of Scotland; ſupported on the dexter by the 


royal Unicorn, and on the ſiniſter, by a Savage, or wild Man, 


proper; and for the Creſt, a branch of Laurel, and a Thiſtle, 
iſſuing from two Hands, conjoined, the one being armed, and 
the other naked, with this Motto, Munit hec et altera vincit. 
And that they, and their heir heirs male, ſhould, in all time 
coming, have place, in all bis Majeſty's and his ſucceſſors armies, 
near and about the royal ſttandard, for the defence thereof. 
And that they and their heirs male may have two attenders of 
the body, for bearing up the pall, one principal mourner, and 
four aſſiſtants, at- their funerals ; and that they ſhould be al- 
ways called, intituled, and deſigned, by the name and title of 
Baronet, and that in all Scottiſh ſpeeches, and writings, the ad- 
dition of Sir, and in all other diſcourſes and writings, a word 
ſignifying the ſame, ſhould precede their names and other * 
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and that the ſtile and title of baronet ſhould be ſubjoined thereto 
in all letters-patent and other writs whatſoever, as a neceſſary 
addition of dignity, and that each of them ſhould be intitled, 
Sir A. B, Baronet; and his, and his ſons wives, ſhould enjoy 


the ſtile, title, and appellation of Lady, Madam, and Dame, 


reſpectively, according to the uſual phraſe in ſpeaking and 
writing. And alſo his Majeſty did thereby promiſe, that the 
number of the baronets,. as well in Scotland, as the new colo- 
ny of Nova Scotia, ſhould never exceed the number of 1450, 
(though this number is at preſent ſomewhat augmented,) and 
did likewiſe declare, that he, nor his ſucceſſors, ſhould never 


create, nor erect, in time coming, any other dignity, degree, 


ſtile, name, order, title, or ſtate, nor ſhould give the priority 


or precedency to any perſon or perſons, under the ſtile, de- 


gree, and dignity of a lord of parliament of Scotland, which 
ould be, or ſhould be preſumed to be higher, ſuperior, or 
equal to that of baronet : and that the baronet ſhould have li- 
berty to take place before any ſuch who ſhould happen to be 


created of any ſuch degree or order; and that their wives, ſons, 


daughters, and ſons wives, ſhould have their places according- 
ly ; and that if any queſtion or doubt ſhould ariſe about their 
places and prerogatives, the ſame ſhould be decided and judged 
according to theſe laws and cuſtoms, by which other degrees of 


Heritable dignities have their privileges .cognoſced and deter- 


mined. And finally, that none ſhould be created baronet, ei- 


ther of Scotland or Nova Scotia, till he had firſt fulfilled the 


conditions deſigned by his Majeſty for the good and encreaſe of 
that plantation, and until he had certified the ſame to the 
King, by his Majeſty's lieutenant there, 

Theſe patents were ratified in parliament, and were always 
in this form, till the ſelling of Nova Scotia to the French, after 


Which time they were made much ſhorter, and granted in ge-

very thereof, hath now a colony there, where his ſon, Sir 
William, is now reſident; and we being moſt willing to af- 
ford all the poſſible means of encouragement that conveniently 
we can, to the baronets of that our antient kingdom, for the 
furtherance of ſo good a work, and to the effect they may be 
honoured and have place in all reſpects, according to their pa- 
tents from us, we have been pleaſed to authorize and allow, 
as by theſe preſents, for us and our ſucceſſors, we authorize 
and allow the ſaid lieutenant and baronets, and every one of 
them, and their heirs male, to wear and carry about their 
necks in all time coming, an orange-tawny ſilk ribbon, 
whereon ſhall hang pendant, in an eſcutcheon, Argent, a 
Saltire, Azure, thereon an eſcutcheon of the Arms of Scot- 
land, with an imperial Crown above the Scutcheon, and in- 
circled with this Motto: Fax Mentis Honefte Gloria; which 
cogniſance our ſaid preſent lieutenant ſhall deliver now to 
them from us, that they may be the better known and diſtin- 
guiſhed from other perſons: and that none pretend ignorance 
of the reſpect due unto them, our pleaſure therefore is, that by 
open proclamation at the market-croſs of Edinburgh, and of 
all other head burghs of our kingdom, and ſuch other places 
as you ſhall think neceſſary, you intimate our royal plea- 
ſure and intention herein, to all our ſubjects. And if any 
perſon, out of neglect or contempt, ſhall bu wer to take place 
or precedency of the ſaid baronets, their wives, or children, 
which is due unto them by their patents, or to wear their 
cogniſance, we will, that upon notice thereof given to you, 
you puniſh ſuch offenders, by fining or impriſoning them, as 
you ſhall think fitting, that others may be terrified from at- 
tempting the like, And we ordain, that from time to time, 
as occaſion of granting or renewing their patents, or their 
heirs ſucceeding to the dignity, ſhall offer, that the ſaid power 
to them to carry the ſaid ribbon and cogniſance, ſhall be 
therein particularly granted and inſerted. And we likewiſe ordain 
that theſe preſents be inſerted and regiſtered in the books of our 
council and exchequer, and that you caule a regiſter of the 
ſame in the books of the Lyon King of Arms, and Heralds, 
there to remain ad futurum rei memoriam; and that all parties 
intereſted may have authentic copies and extracts thereof. 
And for your ſo doing, theſe our letters ſhall be unto you, 
and every one of you, from time to time, your ſufficient war- 
rant and diſcharge in that behalf. Given at our court at 
Whitehall, the 17th November, 1629, in the fifth year of our

Sir Henry Slingſby, Mr. Mordaunt, and Dr. Hewet, hav- 
ing been active for the King's ſervice, were apprehended, with 
ſeveral others, by Cromwell's order, and committted to gaol, 
and a high court of Juſtice was erected for the trial of them: 
of this court, John Liſle, who gave his vote in the King's 
blood, and continued an entire confident and inſtrument of 
Cromwell's, was preſident, There were firſt brought to be 
tried, John Mordaunt, Sir Harry Slingſby, a gentleman of a 
very antient family, and of a very ample fortune, in York. 
ſhire ; and Dr. Hewet, an eminent preacher in London, and 
very orthodox. Mr. Mordaunt was brought firſt to trial; 
but denying the legality of the court, was carried back to the 
Tower, to conſider what he would do next day. Sir Harry 
| Slingſby was called next, He knowing nothing of or for the 
other reſolution, pleaded not guilty, and ſo was ſent to pri- 
ſon, to be tricd in his turn, Dr, Hewet refuſed to plead, as 
Mr. Mordaunt had done, and ſo was remitted to priſon. Mr. 
Mordaunt, next day, pleaded not guilty, but eſcaped by mo- 
ney and friends, being found innocent by the court. But Sir 
Harry Slingſby and Dr. Hewet had worſe fortune; and their 
blood was the more eagerly thirſted after for the other's. in- 
demnity; and the court was too ſeverely reprehended to com- 
mit the ſame fault again. Sir Harry had been two years in 
priſon in Hull, and was brought now up to the Tower, for 
fear they might not diſcover enough of any new plot, to 
make ſo many formidable examples as the preſent conjuncture 
required, They had againſt him evidence enough {beſides his 
incòrrigible fidelity to the crown, from the ficſt aſſaulting it) 
that he had contrived and contracted with ſome officers of 
Hull, about the time that the earl of Rocheſter had been in

-block-houſes to him, for the King's ſervice. Nor did he 
care to defend himſelf againſt the accuſation, but rather ac- 
knowledged and juſtified his affection, and owned his loyalty 
to the King, with very little compliment or ceremony to the 
preſent power. Dr. Hewet, receiving no information of Mr, 
Mordaunt's pleading, but being brought to the bar, perſiſted 
in denying the legality of the court, though afterwards he

Sir Harry Slingſby, as is faid before, was in the firſt rank 
of the gentlemen of Vorkſhire; and was returned to ſerve as 


a member in the parliament that continued ſo many years, 
where he ſat till the troubles began; and having no relation 
to, or dependance upon the court, he was ſwayed only by his 
conſcience to deteſt the violent and undutiful behaviour of 
that parliament. He was a gentleman of a good underſtand- 

ing, but of a very melancholic nature, and of very few 


words: and when he could ſtay no longer with a good con- 


ſcience in their councils, in which he never concurred, he 
went into his,country, and joined with the firſt who took up. 
arms for the King. And when the war was ended, he re- 


mained ſtill in his houſe, prepared and diſpoſed to run the 


fortune of the crown, in any other attempt.

HE Muſgraves originally were Germans, as the name 
1 plainly imports, being dignified by the title of Muſgraves, 
or lords of the marſhes and Ha * ; which family, in proceſs of 
time, became ſo conſiderable, that one of their deſcendants had 
an archducheſs of Auſtria given him in marriage. The tradi- 
tional hiſtory is this : The emperor had two great generals in 
his army, who made court to his daughter at the ſame time; 
and as he had received fingular ſervices from both, did not care to 
prefer one before the other; but to decide the matter, ordered 
the two heroes to run at the ring for her, an exerciſe then in uſe; 
it ſo happened that this Muſgrave, one of the cantending gene- 
rals, had the fortune to pierce. the ring with the point of his 
ſpear ; by which action he gained that princeſs, for a reward of 
his dexterity ; and had ſix Annulets, 3, 2, 1, Or, on a Field, 
Azure, given him for his coat of Arms; and for his Creſt, two 
Arms, in armour, holding an Annulet. oa, 
From this marriage iſſued that Muſgrave, who was the firſt 
founder of the Muſgraves in England ; for, being a man of an 
enterpriſing genius, he accompanied William the conqueror in 
his expedition into England, 1066, and was inſtrumental in 
placing him an the throne ; and being likewiſe in great favour 
with the conqueror's ſon, that prince, to whom the King his 
father had given the government of the five northern coun- 
ties, allotted Scalebye-caſtle, in Cumberland, with ſeveral ma- 
nors, and conſiderable portions of lands, to this favourite, as a 
gratuity for his eminent ſervices, moſt of which are in the poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Muſgraves at this day: and ſo it was that they were 
placed in the North. | 

But no clear account can be given of them from that time to 
the civil wars; the antient records of the family (to prove their 
genealogy) periſhing in the flames at Scalebye-caſtle, (a garri- 
on of Sir Edward Muſgrave, Bart. which he held out Gt Kine 
Charles I. till it was burnt by Oliver Cromwell's adherents, 
which forced him to betake himſelf to his other garriſon of Hay- 
ton-caſtle, which he ftrenuouſly defended to the utmoſt extre-

After performing the yſual ceremonies, and pay- 
ing their reſpect to the ſoyereign or judges, and to the la- 
dies, they took their feyeral ſtations; and being thus in rea- 
dineſs, when the trumpet ſounded, they both, at the ſame. 
time, couched their lances, that is, ſet the butt-end againſt. 
their breaſt, the point bearing towards their antagoniſt, and, 
ſpurring their horſes, ran furiouſly towards one another, in 
ſuch manner, that the points of their ſpears, darting againſt 
each other's armour, gave a terrible ſhock, and generally 
broke in pieces, If neither party received any damage, they 
both turned round, took freſh ſpears, and returned to the at- 
tack. They then attacked a third time, if the ſecond proved 
- Ineffetual ; and if neither ſuffered any damage in theſe three 
Encounters, they both came off with reputation. But, if ei- 
ther was thrown off his horſe, he was quite diſgraced ; or if 
he was ſhaken in the ſaddle, let fall his lance, or loſt any

The firſt is called Garter, prin- 
cipal King of Arms, which are two diſtinct offices united in 
one perſon ; for, as Garter, his duty is to attend on the 
knights of the Garter at their folemnities ; in reference to 
which, he is allowed a mantle and a badge, a houſe in Wind- 
for caſtle, and a penſion from the fovereign : as King of 
Arms, he is to perform ſervices relating to the office of arms ; 
on which account he is allowed a rich coat and crown, lodg- 
ings within the college, and a penfion out of the exchequer. 
The juriſdiction of King Clarencieux extends through the 
realm of the South fide of Trent; as that of King Norroy 
does on the North ſide of the ſame river, from which the lat- 
ter derives his name, P BY 

Knight. A title of honour derived from the Saxon word Cnicht, 
a ſervant, or one bound to attend on his ſovereign in his wars, 
The tollowing particulars were formerly requiſite for making 
15 1 a Knight; 
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2 Knight; that he was no trader, and eſpecially of no ſervile 
condition; that he ſhould ſwear that he would not refuſe to 
die for the Goſpel, or his country. It was alſo required, 
that knights ſhould be brave, expert, and well - behaved. 


Kuight-banneret. An ancient military order, but now extin& in 


England. The manner of making them was thus: the per- 
ſon was led between two knights into the preſence of the 
king or general, with his pennon of arms in his hand; and 
there the heralds declared his merit, for which he deſerved to 
be made a knight-banneret, and thenceforth to diſplay a ban» 
ner in the field. Then the king, or general, cauſed the point of 
his pennon to be cut or torn off, to make it ſquare; and the 
new-made knight returned to his tent, the trumpets ſounding 
before him. 

Knight-batchelor. The moſt antient; but the loweſt order of 
knights in England, known by the name of Knights only. 
They are ſtiled Knights-batchelors, becauſe the title does 
not deſcend. to their poſterity, 

Knight and Baronet, For an account of this order, ſee Page 252, 
of this volume. 

Knight of the Bath. This dignity was, according to ſome hiſto- 
rians, inſtituted by Richard II. but others think it of greater 
antiquity, Sir William Dugdale, in his Antiquities of 
Warwickſhire, gives an account at large of this order. 


Knight of the Garter, The higheſt degree of knighthood in Eng- 


land, See Garter, Hiſtorians are divided in their opinions, 
with reſpect to the motive that induced King Edward to 
found this order ; ſome affirming that it was an amorous 
contrivance, in honour to a lady's garter, from whom it had 
the name ; and others ſtrenuouſly contending to deduce it 
from a more noble origin, the improvement of military ho- 
nour, and the reward of virtue. Be that as it will, it is cer- 
tain that it has ever ſince been looked upon as a great honour, 
beſtowed upon the nobleſt perſons of this and other nations,

on foot againſt that town, from the treachery of Sir John Ho- 
tham, the governor, which would, that night, or the next, be 
put in execution, if not prevented. Ripley preſently acquaint- 


ed the mayor, who 'communicated it about ten o'dock at 
night to ſome aldermen, and to Sir Matthew Boynton, and 
other gentlemen z but the latter would not be ſeen to act, and 


therefore left it wholly to the townſmen, only gave them their 
advice and approbation, and did order that private notice ſhould 
be given to ſuch,as were moſt zealous for the parliament, ſo 
that by three or four o'clock in the morning there were about 
1500 men in readineſs, expecting the word of command from 
the mayor, and then, every man armed, with his muſket char- 
ged, and match lighted, came forth and drew up in ſeveral bo- 
dies, ſeized firſt upon the commanders and the main guard, 
next upon all that had any relation to the governor, and parti- 


cularly on captain Hotham, then on the magazine, and all the 
ordnance on the walls, and the guards at the gates, and the 
three block-houſes, and the caſtle; ſo that the whole town, 
and all that belonged to it, was in leſs than about an hour's 


time ſecured, without one drop of blood, or ſo much as a 
muſket diſcharged. Sir John, having then notice of what was 
done, got out of his houſe, and meeting a man riding into the 


town, made him alight, and mounted his horſe, and ſo paſſed 


through Beverly gate, the guard having yet no order to ſtop 
bim.

So that Tueſday, the laſt of December, being the day for- 
merly appointed for Sir John's execution, great multitudes of 
ſpectators were aſſembled, and the ſcaffold, his coffin, the exe- 
cutioner, and all things were in a readineſs ; but about eleven 
of the clock in the forenoon, as he was coming from the 
Tower towards the hill, attended by the lieutenant, and the 
provoſt- martial, and the guard, and divers gentlemen and mi- 
niſters, a meſſenger came riding with a reprieve from the houſe 
of peers, directed to the lieutenant of the Tower and provoſt - 
martial, requiring them to defer the execution until Saturday 
following, upon which he was carried back to the Tower. 
“The houſe of commons having notice that the execution was 
deferred, they not aſſenting, nor being privy to any reprieve, 
ſent an order to know the cauſe why execution was not done 
upon Sir John Hotham; who, the next day, January 1, 
1644-5, acquainting them with the ſajd reprieve from the 
houſe of peers, the commons, after ſome debate, paſſed an or- 
der, that no officer or miniſters of juſtice, ſhall hereafter ſtay 
the execution of juſtice, upon any particular order or reprieve 
from either houſe of parliament, without the concurrence of 
both houſes. And this order to be ſent to the commiſſioners 
for martial law, to the lieutenant of the Tower, and the pro- 
voſt martial. And further ordered, that the lieutenant of the 
Tower do proceed to the execution of Sir John Hotham, ac- 
cording to the ſentence of the court- martial.

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© truth, the immediate cauſe of the war. It was the mere won 
* derful, that a perſon of a full and ample fortune, who was not 
© diſturbed by any fancies in religion, had unqueſtioned duty to 

the crown, and reverence for the government both of church 
and ſtate, ſhould ſo fooliſhly expoſe himſelf, and his family, of 
great antiquity, to comply with the humours of thoſe men, 
whoſe perſons he did not much efteem, and whoſe deſigns he 
„ deteſted. But, as his particular animoſity againſt the 
earl of Strafford firſt engaged him in that company, ſo his va- 
nity and ambition, and the conceſſions the king had made to 
their -unreaſonable demands, made him concur farther with 
them than his own judgment diſpoſed him to. He had taken 
upon him the government of Hull, without any apprehenſion 
or imagination that it would ever make him acceſſary to re- 
bellion; but believed, that when the king and parliament ſhould 
be reconciled, the eminence of that charge would promote him 
to ſome of thoſe rewards and honours, which that party reſolved 
to divide among themſelves. When he found himſelf more 
dangerouſly and deſperately embarked than he ever intended to 
be, he bethought himſelf of all poſſible ways to diſentangle him- 
ſelf, and to wind himſelf out of the labyrinth he was in. His 
comportment towards the lord Digby, and Aſhburnham, and 
his inclinations at that time, have been mentioned before at 
large; and from that time the entire confidence the parliament 
had in his ſon, and the vigilance and jealouſy that he was known 
to have towards his father, was that alone that preſerved him 
longer in the government. Beſides that, they had fo conſti- 
tuted the garriſon, that they knew it wou'd never be in the fa- 
ther's power to do them hurt, But, after this, when they 
diſcovered ſome alteration in the ſon's behaviour, and that the 
pride and ſtubborneſs of his nature would not ſuffer him to ſub- 
mit to the command of the lord Fairfax, and that ſuperiority 
over both his father and him, with which the parliament had 
inveſted that lord, and had ſome inkling of ſecret meſſages be- 
tween the marquis of Newcaſtle and young Hotham, they 
cauſed both father and ſon to be ſuddenly ſeiaed upon, and ſent 
up priſoners to the parliament 3 which immediately commit- 
ted them to the Tower, upon a charge of high treaſon, 
© Fhough there was evidence enough againſt them, yet they 
had ſo many friends in both houſes ot parlirment, and ſome cf. 
that intereſt in the army, that they were preſerved from farther 
proſecution, and remained long priſoners in the Tower, wich- 
out being brought to any trial; ſo that they believed their 
puniſhment to be at the higheſt. But when that party pre- 
vailed that reſolved to new model the army, and to, make 23 
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many examples of their rigour and ſeverity, as might terrify 


all men from falling from them, they called importunately, that 


the two Hothams might be tried at the court of war, for their 
treachery and treaſon ; and they who had hitherto preſerved 
them had now loſt their intereſt, ſo that they were both brought 
to their trial, ſome little time before the treaty at Uxbridge, 
and both condemned to loſe their heads. The principal charge 
againſt the father was, his ſuffering the lord Digby to eſcape; 
and a letter was produced, by the treachery of a fervant, againft 
the ſon, which he had ſent to the marquis of Newcaftle. The 
vile artifices that were uſed both before and after their trial, 
were ſo barbarous and inhuman as have been rarely practiſed 
among Chriſtians, _ ns ot. = 
The father was firſt, condemned to ſuffer, upon a day ap- 
pointed, and the ſon afterwards to be executed in like manner, 
the day following : the night before, or the very morning that 
Sir John Hotham was to die, a reprieve was ſent from the houſe 
of peers, to ſuſpend his execution for three days. The com- 
mons were highly incenſed at this preſumption of the lords; and 
to prevent the like miſchief for the future, they made an order, 
To all mayors, fheriffi, bayliffs, and other miniſters of juſtice, that 
no reprieve ſhould be granted, or allowed for any perſon again/l! 
whom the ſentence of death was pronounced, except the ſame had 
paſſed, and had the conſent of both houſes of parliament; and that 
rf it paſſed only by the bouſe of peers, it ſhould be looked upon as in- 


© valid and void, and execution fbould not be thereupon forborne or 


© ſuſpended. By this accident the ſon was brought to his execu- 


© tion before his father, upon the day on which he was fentenced 


to ſuffer; who died with courage, and reproaching the ingra- 
titude of the parliament, and their continuance of the war, con- 
cluded, that as to them he was very innocent, and had never been 
guilty of treaſon. The father was brought to the ſcaffold the 
next day : for the houſe of commons, to ſhew their preroga- 
tive over the lords, ſent an order to the lieutenant of the Tower, 
which ſhould cauſe him to be executed that very day, which 
was two days before the reprieve granted by the houſe of peers 
was expired. - Whether he had yet ſome promiſe from Peters, 
that he ſhould only be ſhewed to the people, and ſo returned 


ſafe again to the Tower, which was then generally reported 


and believed, or whether he was broken with deſpair, (which 
is more probable,) when he ſaw that his enemies prevailed fo 
far, that he could not be permitted to live thoſe two days 
which the peers had granted him, certain it is, that the poor 
man appeared fo diſpirited, that he ſpoke but few words after 
he came upon the ſcaffold, and ſuffered his ungodly Py — 
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Peters, to tell the people that he had revealed himſelf to him, 
and confeſſed his offences againſt the parliament z and ſo he 
© committed his head to the block. This was the woeful tra- 
< gedy of theſe two unhappy gentlemen, in which there were ſo 
6 * eireumſtances of an unuſual nature, that the immediate 


hand of God could not but appear in it to all who knew their 
* natures, hu:nours, and tranſactions.” . 5

had not a more loyal ſubjeR, nor the church of England a more 
zealous defender, It was his zeal to the church, and his loyalty 
to the king, that cauſed him to be ſent a priſoner to the Tower, 
on the ſecond of February, 1641, and to be voted unworthy of 
ſitting in that parliament: (the greateſt honour that I think he 
could receive from their hands :) and one captain Skinner, from 
whom the houſe was ſure they ſhould meet with no oppoſition, 
was admitted into his place, as knight of the ſhire for the cougty 
of Kent. 
Sir Edward was no ſooner diſmiſſed out of the Tavern, than 
the parliament thought fit to call him a delinquent; and an or- 
der was accordingly iflued out, the 28th of March, 1642, for ap- 
prehending his perſon, ſigned by William Lenthall, Speaker.

did eſcape them, I know not; but I find he was with the king 


at Nottingham, the Auguſt following, when he ſet up his ſtan- 
dard; and in his majeſty's ſervice he continued till February, 


1643, at which time he. was at Oxford, and had the com- 


mand of a regiment of horſe, which (as I have it by tradition) 
he raiſed at his own expence for the king's ſervice. But being 
violently aMiCted with a pain in his head, (of which he died ſoon 
after) and in his ſhoulder, ſo great that he could not lift his 
hand to his head, he obteyned his Majeſty's leave to quit his re- 
giment, and retired privately to a farm-houſe of his own, where 
he lived concealed till, by the intereſt of ſome acquaintance then 
in power, he regained his liberty : a liberty, as he himſelf calls 
it, of ſtarving with good company (his wife and children) in good 
air: for he was never able to get the ſequeſtration of his eſtate 
taken off; but died of an impoſthume in his head, on the 22d of 
June, 1044, (being about four months after he left Oxford) in 
the 46th year of his age, and left his whole eſtate ſequeſtered, 
and his eldeft ſon a minor, and beyond ſea, 

Perhaps no gentleman ſuffered more for his adherence to the 
king, than this Sir Edward did: his whole eſtate was ſequeſter- 
ed ; his houſe, newly furniſhed, was four ſeveral times plundered 
by the parliament ſoldiers ; his goods and ſtock were all ſeized, 
and took away; his farm houſes and fences ruined and deſtroyed; 
his wood and timber felled ; his rents abated ; and himſelf re- 


duced to that extreme poverty, that he was forced, with his 
wife and children, for many weeks before he died, to drink 
water. 8 | | 


Thus, Sir, I have given you a faithful account of this unfor- 
tunate gentleman, from the time that he was turned out of the 
parliament to the day of his death, If you, Sir, ſhall think fit 
to publiſh any part of it, you will do juſtice to his memory, and

King Edward the Fourth, having married into the family of 
the Woodvils, (gentlemen of more antiquity than wealth, and 
of higher ſpirits than fortunes) thought fit, for his own honour, 
to beſtow honour upon them, but he could not ſo eaſily provide 
them of wealth as titles. For honour he could derive from him- 
ſelf, like light from a candle, without any diminiſhing of his own

Wherefore he reſvlved to 
cut down ſome prime ſubjects, and to ingraff the queen's kin-

There was at this time one Sir Thomas Cook, late lord mayor 
of London, and knight of the bath, one who had well licked his 
fingers under Queen Margaret, (whoſe wardrober he was, and 
cuſtomer of Hampton) a man of a great eſtate, It was agreed that 
he ſhould be accuſed of high treaſon, and a commiſſion of oyer 
and terminer granted forth to the Jord mayor, the duke of Cla- 
rence, the earl of Warwick, the lord Rivers, Sir John Mark- 
ham, Sir John Fogg, &c. to try him in Guild-hall: and the 
king, by private inſtructions to the judge appeared fo far, that 
Cook, though he was not, muſt be nd guilty, and if the law 
were too ſhort, the judge muſt ftretch. it to the purpoſe. 

The fault laid to his charge was for lending moneys to Queen 
Margaret, wife to King Henry the Sixth; the proof was the 
confeſſion of one Hawkins, who, being racked in the Tower, 
had confeſſed ſo much. The council for the king, hanging as 
much weight on the ſmalleſt wire as it would hold, aggravated 
each particular, and by their rhetorical flaſhes blew the fault up 
to a great height. Sir Thomas Cook pleaded for himſelf, that Haw- 
kins, indeed, upon a ſeaſon, came to him, and requeſted him to 
lend one thouſand marks, upon good ſecurity. But he deſired firſt 
to know for whom the money ſhould be: and underſtanding 
it was for Queen Margaret, denied to Jend any money, though 
at length the ſaid Hawkins deſcended ſo low as to require but 
one hundred pounds, and departed without any penny lent him, 

Judge Markham, in a grave ſpeech, did recapitulate, ſelect, 
and collate the material points on either ſide, ſhewing, that the 
proof reached not the. charge of high treaſon, and miſprifion of 
treaſon was the higheſt it could amount to; and intimated to the 
jury to be tender in matters of lite, and diſcharge good con- 

iciences. | | 

The jury, being wiſe men, (whoſe apprehenſions could make 
up a whole ſentence of every nod of the judge) ſaw it behoved 
them to draw up treaſon into as narrow a compals as might be, 
leſt it became their own caſe; for they lived in a troubleſome 
world, wherein the cards were fo ſhuffled that two kings were 
turned up trump at once, which amazed men how to play their 
games, Whereupon they acquitted the priſoner of high treaſon, 
and found him guilty as the judge directed. . 

Vet it coſt Sir Thomas Cook, before he could get his liberty, 
eight hundred pounds to the queen, and eight thouſand pounds 
to the king: a ſum in that age more ſounding like the Wales 
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of a prince than the fine of a ſubject. Beſides, the lord Rivers 


(the queen's father) had, during his impriſonment, deſpoiled his 
houſes, one in the city, and another in the country, of plate and 
furniture, for which he never received a penny recompence. 
Yet God righted him of the wrongs men did him, by blefling the 


remnant of his eſtate to him and his poſterity, which till flouriſh

which is abſolutely and apparently againſt the fundamental 
laws of the land, and the ordinary rule of your own court of

ſhall be governed according to. the known laws of the land ; 
as it appears in the ordinance, dated the 15th of January, 
1647. And it is againſt the law of God, nature, and na- 


tions, that any perſon or perſons ſhould be judge and parties, 


examiners and accuſers, in their own cauſe, or to be tried any 
otherwiſe than by a known law; for where is no law there 
is no tranſgreſſion. It is declared by Sir Edward Coke, that 
the parliament cannot make a law againſt the law of nature, 
which is cuſtom, according to right, and neceflary reaſon. 
That precedents are nothing in compariſon of the common 
and ſtatute laws. "Theſe being known maxims in law, A facto 
ad jus non valet argumentum. Gubernandum ejt legibus non ex- 
emplis : articles are nothing in law but meer innovations, and 
prerogatives extrajudical, eſpecially when ordinary perſons are 
in queſtion. The old maxim in law is, 'Non recurrendum eft 
ad extraordinaria quando fieri poteſt per ordinaria., And your 
lordſhips are not only ſworn, but have impoſed ſeveral oaths, 
as, the proteſtation, and ſolemn league and covenant, upon 
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the free commoners of England, to defend the fundamental 


laws of the land. And they are confident your lordſhips will 
be very tender of the preſervation. of the great charter, in 
which is wrapped up our lives, liberties, and eſtates : your 
noble predeceſſors being ſo glorious and famous inſtruments in 
aſſiſting this people in purchating the ſame. _ 

Concerning the point of precedents, which is all can be ſaid 


for your lordſhips, we ſhall give you the anſwer. 


© 1. It is obſervable, that all ſuch commoners, which have 
ſubmitted to your lordſhips juriſdiction, were, in the time of 
the civil wars, flagrante bello, not by compulſion, but by vo+ 


luntary petitions of the commons, in a ſummary way, to the 


king in perſon, _ 
© 2. One precedent againſt your lordſhips juriſdiction, is of 


more conſequence than a thouſand for it: the reaſon is plain, 


becauſe all courts of judicature are bottomed upon the law of 
the land; and it cannot be ſuppoſed that any court can be miſ- 
cognizant of its own juriſdiction. Your lordſhips have con- 


feſſed in Sir Simon de Berisford's caſe, that it is againſt the 


law for peers to try commoners ; and your predeceflors have 
promiſed upon record, that they will never do the like again, 
though that occaſion were ſuperlative : Rot. 2. Rot. Parl. 5.

© 3- The corporation of Cambridge was accuſed before the
